As a result of the rise, about 
930.000 workers, whose union 
contracts provide escalator in- 
creases tied to the price index, 
will receive pay increases of one 
cent an hour. 

Of these, about 825,000 are in 
automobile and farm equipment 
production and 75,000 are in the 
aircraft-missile firms, including 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp. of St. 
Louis. The remainder are in 
metal working industries. 

Take-Home Pay Up $1.80. 

In its report on earnings, the 
Department of Labor said spend- 
able earnings, or take-home pay, 
for a production worker with 
three dependents rose $1.80 in 
October to $84.12 a week. For a 
production worker without de- 
pendents, the increase brought 
spendable earnings to $76.50. 

The increase resulted from a 
recovery in the length of the 
work week, which had been re- 
duced by strikes in t e automo- 
bile industry in September, as 
well as an increase in hourly 
earnings.

SANTO DOMINGO, Nov. 28 
(UPI)—The Army sent tanks 
and troops into the center of the 
city today to disperse mobs 
threatening violence to enforce 
a general strike against the 
Dominican Republic Govern- 
ment of President Joaquin Bal- 
aguer, 

The tanks moved into Santo 
Domingo’s downtown streets at 
mid-day. They were closely fol- 
lowed by heavily armed infantry 
patrols. The troops were de- 
ployed at strategic street inter- 
sections. 

The armed threat brought 
about gradual dispersal of the 
openly anti-American street 
mobs who threatened store own- 
ers with violence if they did not 
shut down. 

The opposition general strike 
apparently signaled a political 
fight to the finish. The opposi- 
tion reported the towns of San 
Pedro de Macoris, La Romana 


and the Seibo area as ‘‘shut 
down."’ The city of Santiago 


and the towns of Moca, La Vega 
and San Francisco de Macoris 
were said to be ‘‘solidly support- 
ing’ the strike,

The strikers disregarded an 
anti-strike appeal by Gen. Pedro 
Rodriguez Echavarria, Armed 
Forces Secretary, issued shortly 
before the hour set for the walk- 
out, He urged the people to dis- 
regard ‘false prophets.” 

“The only reason they are in- 
viting you to strike is to pro-

GENEVA, Nov. 28 (AP)—The 
United States described today 
the new Soviet plan for an un- 
inspected nuclear test ban as a 
“transparent propaganda  ges- 
ture put forward in a vain hope 
to mislead and deceive world 
public opinion.” 


United States delegate Arthur 
H. Dean told the first session of 
the resumed three-nation talks 
that the Soviet plan does not pro- 
vide a basis for agreement. 

soviet delegate Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin formally submitted the 
new plan at a session lasting two 
hours and 20 minutes. He de- 
manded that France, the world’s 
fourth nuclear power, be invited 
to join the negotiations. 

Question to Russian, 

Dean asked Tsarapkin if he 
was prepared to negotiate on the 
basis of an old Western plan for 
a controlled ban on testing. 

Tsarapkin replied with a flat 
“No.”’ He told reporters later: 

“We have given up the idea 
of international control because 
it is impossible in the present 
international tension and in view 
of the military preparations - of 
the Western bloc to set up an 
international control system 

The resumed negotiations thus 
appeared to have reached a vir- 


tually hopeless stalemate on 
their first day. 
Dean, Tsarapkin and British 


Minister of State Joseph Godber 
sat down at the same large ma- 
hogany table in the Palace of 
Nations where the talks began 
more than three years ago. 

The conference collapsed Sept. 
9 after the Soviet Union’s re- 
sumption of atomic weapons 
tests broke a three-power mora- 
torium. 

The talks were resumed in re- 
sponse to the demand of an 
overwhelming majority of the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly. 

Says Reds Flee Pledges. 


Dean said the Soviet plan 
marked ‘‘a Soviet retreat from 
every previous commitment for 
international control made by 
(the Soviet Union) at this con- 
ference.” 

He said the draft was ‘‘an at- 
tempt to make it impossible for 
any other power to conduct 
tests, despite the Soviet test 
series.” 

In the Russians’ calling for a 
ban on all tests without any kind 
of control, Dean said, the Soviet 
Union was asking the Western 
powers to trust its good inten- 
tions ‘‘at the moment when the 
U.S.S.R. has just given proof to 
the entire world of its own dis- 
respect for prior promises’’ by 
violating a pledge not to conduct 
tests. 

“Now that the Soviet test 
series has outraged world pub- 
lic opinion, the Soviet govern- 
ment would like nothing better 
than to divert public attention 
from its perfidious and danger- 
ous actions,’’ Dean said.

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RADAR TOWERS 
AT SEA EVACUATED 
IF STORM NEARS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP) 
—The Air Force has been evacu- 
ating its radar warning towers 
in the Atlantic whenever there 
is a forecast of a su&tained wind 
of 57 miles an hour or more, it 
was learned vesterday. 

This policy is believed to have 
resulted from the collapse of a 
Texas tower last January in a 
storm 65 miles east of Barnegat, 
N. J. Twenty-eight men died. 
The three-legged steel structures 
in the Atlantic, are part of the 
air raid warning system. They 
are designed to withstand winds 
up to 125 miles an hour and 35- 
foot waves.

The announcement of his new 
post was made late yesterday 
after a day of uncertainty over 
whether he would accept anoth- 
er office. Bowles had not been 
informed by the President of his 
dismissal—one of a series of 
moves in the broad revision of 
the Department of State carried 
out by the White House. 

The revision was carried out, 
informed sources said. in full 
collaboration with Secretary of 


State Dean Rusk. Rusk had ex- | 


pressed the hope that Bowles 
would consent to stay On in a 
different capacity. 

His View of New Job. 

Bowles was called to the White 
House after spending the day at 
his Georgetown ome refusing 
to answer questions of report- 
ers. He had told his closest as- 
sociates, when news of his dis- 
missal was made public at Hyan- 
nisport, Mass., that he would 
accept another job only if he 
believed the President was in 
earnest about the need for his 
services. 

The President and the man 
who had been his adviser on 
foreign policy in his campaign last 
year talked for more than an hour. 
White House sources said the 
President argued that Bowles’s 
assignment was essential if at- 
tention was to be focused on the 
underdeveloped countries at a 


time when Berlin and the Com- 
mon Market in Europe would 
preoccupy most top  policy- 


makers in the State Department. 

This last is believed to have 
been the argument that con- 
vinced Bowles he must remain 
in the Administration. He will 
have direct access to the Presi- 
dent, he was assured, but for 
the most part he will report 
through Rusk. 

Experimental Task. 

Bowles is said by those close 
to him to regard the new as- 
signment as an experiment. He 
will spend considerable time in 
travel to the newly independent 
countries,

An official said that as a re- 
sult of Maennel’s defection 
“most of the agents sent out to 
penetrate the United States have 
already been neutralized.” 

It is believed East Germany 
had not actually placed an agent

One agent, arrested in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, last July, was 
identified as Joseph Werner 
Leben. West Germany officials 


said he was found in possession 
of codes and ciphers and chem- 
ically-treated stationery used in 
correspondence with his East 
German superiors. 

Officials said Maennel gave 
Western counterspies valuable 
details on espionage activities 
aimed at penetrating the United 
States embassy in Bonn and 
various United States consulates 
in West Germany.

Wambach, reportedly worked in 
the home of a United States Air 
Force major in Munich, and, of- 
ficials said, reported in the 
spring of 1958 that United States 
partoroops and the Seventh 
Army had been alerted for ac- 
tion in Lebanon.

MOSCOW, Nov. 28 (UPI)— 
President Kennedy proposed an 
international administration to 
traffic on the lifeline 

between Berlin and 
West Germany, in an interview 
published today in the Soviet 
governmemt newspaper Izvestia. 

The interview was obtained by 
Izvestia editor Alexei Adzhubei, 
son-in-law of Premier Khrush- 
chev, at the President’s vacation 
home at Hyannisport, Mass., last 
Saturday. 

The interview was to reach 
a large section of the Soviet pub- 
lic, because Izvestia has a daily 
circulation of 4,200,000. 

In it, Mr. Kennedy blamed the 
Soviet Union's efforts to ‘‘com- 
munize the world”’ for endanger- 
ing peace, and made these other 
points: 

East-West relations: The 
Soviet Union and the United 
States must live together in 
peace, 

War and peace: “I think 
we could have peace in this 
century in central Europe if 
we can reach an accord over 
West Berlin.” 

Berlin: Any peace treaty 
signed between the Soviet Un- 
ion and the East German re- 
gime cannot deny Western 
rights in Berlin. 

German reunification: Con- 
tinued division of Germany and 
Berlin increases rather than 
decreases world tensions. 

Cuba: As long as the Cas- 
tro regime does not permit 
free and honest elections in 
Cuba, it cannot claim to repre- 
sent Cuban people.

The satellites: The Yalta 
and Potsdam agreements 
called for free elections in 
eastern Europe, but “these 
elections have not been held." 

Disarmament: One of the 
first things he did when he

Although the Soviet newspaper 
presented a straightforward tex- 
tual account of the interview, the 
Soviet news agency Tass, in a 
dispatch distributed around the 
world, resorted to familiar Soviet 
propaganda measures. 

“The President tried to take 
cover behind the old blind of 
imaginary ‘Communist men- 
ace,’’’ Tass reported. 

In réporting Mr. Kennedy's 
reply to a question about Cuba, 


Tass said: “‘Kennedy stubbornly 
tried to justify his country’s 
policy toward its small, but 


heroic neighbor.”’ 

The text of the interview was 
released by the White House in 
- Washington shortly after Izves- 
tia appeared in Moscow, 

Page One Display. 

Izvestia splashed the interview 
across seven columns of its front 
page under the headline: “The 
Interview of President of the 
United States John Kennedy with 
Editor in Chief Izvestia, A. I. 
Adzhubei.”” There were no pho- 
tographs. 

Throughout the interview—not 
one in the United States tradi- 
tion—Adzhubei__ persistently

UNITED NATIONS, N-Y., Nov. 
28—An agreement giving the 
United Nations force and civil- 
jan officials in The Congo full 
freedom of movement in Congo- 
lese territory was signed today 
by Acting Secretary General U 
Thant and Foreign Minister 
Justin Bomboko 

The accord is designed to fa- 
cilitate U.N. operations § and 
avoid a repetition of the kind 
of jurisdictional disputes with 
Congolese authorities that have 
hampered progress 

The agreement provides that 
the U.N. force and U.N. offi- 
cials have full freedom in the 
operation of aircraft, vessels, 
vehicles and equipment in the 
service of the U.N. This includes 
the right to use roads, airfields 
and port facilities 

There have been a number of 
jurisdictional clashes over such 
facilities. Last March the Con 
golese seized the port of Matadi 
compelling the U.N. to re-route 
supplies and additional contin- 
gents for the force from Tangan- 


vika and elsewhere 
The pact exempts the 15,405 
members of the U.N. Congo 


force from local criminal prose- 
cution and leaves them under 
jurisdiction of their own govern- 
ments. Eighteen countries are 
supplying troops or administra- 


tive personnel for the Congo 
force 
In Leopoldville, the lower 


house of Parliament voted unan- 


imously yesterday to resume 
diplomatic relations with Bel- 
gium. 


Relations were severed by the 
late Patrice Lumumba in July in 
the turbulent post-independence 
days. Ironically, yesterday's mo- 
tion was introduced and backed 
by political leaders identified as 
Lumumbists. The motion has yet 
to be approved by the Senate, 
but approval there is expected 
shortly. 


CANADIAN DOLLAR SLUMPS 
TO LOWEST VALUE SINCE 1951 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP)— 
The Canadian dollar was worth 
less in United States money yes- 
terday than at any time in ten 
and one-half years. 

It was sold on the New York 
Foreign Exchange at 96.1875 
United States cents or down .0781 
cents for the day. The last time 
tht Canadian dollar was sold at 
ea higher discount was in June 
1951. The average price that 
month was 93.656 cents and the 
low of 93.1875 was set June 12. 


That was before the 1952 re- 
valuation of the Canadian dollar. 
The Canadian dollar was worth 
more than the United States 
dollar from the time of the re- 
valuation until June of this year. 
At one time in 1957, it com- 
mand a premium of more than 
6 cents in United States money. 


A.M.A. HEAD SAYS KENNEDY 
PLAN MEANS SOCIALIZATION 


DENVER, Nov. 28 (AP)—The 
president of the American 
Medical Association said yester- 
day the administration's medica! 
care proposal would be ‘“‘the 
first major, irreversible step 
toward the complete socializa- 
tion of medical care.” 

“The immediate objective of 
this legislation is to substitute 
compulsion for voluntarism in 
the financing of health care,” 
Dr. Leonard W. Larson of Bis- 
marck, N. D., told the A.M.A 
House of Delegates. 

Dr. Larson said the associa- 
tion supports the Kerr-Mills act 
for medical aid for aged per- 
sons ‘‘because it is tailored to 
help those who need help.” 

But the King-Anderson bill for 
medical care financed by com- 
pulsory payroll taxes, he said, 
“is truly extreme in its circum- 
vention of the states and local 
communities.”’

spent considerable time travel- 
ing. He first toured India and 
the Middle East and later made 
an extensive trip around Latin 
America. In each instance he 
addressed conferences of the 
ambassadors from those areas 
on the particular problems they 
confronted. 

Both Rusk and the President 
have been anxious to counter re- 
ports that Bowles was dismissed 
from the No. 2 position in the 
State Department either for pol- 
icv differences or because of 
anv doubt as to his abilities. The 
stress is being put on how best 
his talents can be used. Bowles 
has a wide following among 
liberal Democrats and indepen- 
dents interested in foreign pol- 
icy and anv thought that he had 
been fired outright might have 
political consequences on the 
Kennedy administration. 

Bowles expects to go away for 
a few days of rest before taking 
his new post, in the belief that 
in the interval speculation about 
his future and the reasons for 
the change will subside.

Rockefeller Experience. 
In the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion a similar experiment to that 


now undertaken with Bowles 
was tried. Nelson A. Rocketel- 
ler was installed in the White 


House as a special adviser to 
the President on foreign aid. He 
constantly found his recommen- 
dations vetoed in the Depart- 
ment of State and after a short 
time of increasing frustration 
he resigned to return to New 
York and run for Governor. 
Rockefeller defeated Harriman, 
who was seeking re-election at 
the end of his first term. 

Bowles discussed with the 
President whether he would 
have his office in the State De- 
partment or in the Executive 
Office Building across from the 
White House. It was finally 
agreed that he would start out 
in State and if this proved an 
inhibition he would then be able 
to move closer to the President. 

Trouble Spots in Asia. 

In the recent past Bowles as 
Under Secretary has had many 
of his foreign policy proposals 
rejected. Part of his area of re- 
sponsibility will be in South- 
east Asia, where Laos and South 
Viet Nam are two of the most 
difficult and uncertain trouble 


In February, Bowles firmly 
opposed sending American 
troops, presumably in conjunc- 
tion with those of other mem- 
bers of the Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization, into Laos. He was 
more or less alone at the outset 
in this position. Later the Presi- 


dent took the same view, decid- 


ing on the importance of trying 
to establish a neutral Laos. 

While that effort has not been 
abandoned, intelligence reports 
show that Communist infiltration 
and Communist supply lines 
across Laos are being used to 
augment the guerrilla warfare 
waged against South Viet Nam 
by North Viet Nam with ‘the 
help of the Soviet Union. This 
is likely to be one of the first 
areas to which Bowles turns his 
attention.

Western representatives appar- 
ently were prepared to go on 
talking indefinitely—here or in 
some other forum—rather than 
be accused of refusing to nego- 
tiate., 

The Soviet proposal renewed 
Russian demands to merge the 
test ban talks with general dis- 
armament negotiations, and a 
high Western official said the 
United States and Britain prob- 
ably would eventually have to 
accede to the Soviet insistence 
on this. 

Red Proposals, West's Reaction. 

This is what the new Soviet 
treaty draft proposed and West- 
ern reaction to it 

1. All testing in the atmos- 
phere, in outer space and under 
water should be banned indefi- 
nitely. No international detec- 
tion system would be allowed 
on Communist territory, be- 
cause, the Russians contend, 
enough countries now have 
systems adequate to detect all 
nuclear explosions. 


Western sources maintain 
that the detection of under- 
water explosions is extremely 
difficult. They say not all at- 
mospheric tests can be detect- 
ed, even though the Western 
detection network spotted a 
great part of the recent So- 
viet tests. 


Western scientists assert also 
that nuclear blasts in outer 
space may be effectively muf- 
fled by providing the atomic 
warheads of space rockets 
with leaden wings that would 
absorb practically all the 
radiation from a blast. 

2. A moratorium on all un- 
derground nuclear tests shall 
be in effect until East and 
West conclude an accord on 
complete and general dis- 
armament. 

The West maintains there is 
no reliable long-distance meth- 
od of detecting underground 
nuclear blasts. Therefore the 
United States and Britain will 
not accept a moratorium on 
such tests unless agreement 
can be reached on a foolproof 
control system. 

3. France, which had no 
atomic weapons when the talks 
began but has meanwhile be- 
come a nuclear power, should 

join the three other nations in 
the pledge not to test and in 
the Geneva negotiations. 

The United States and Brit- 
ain have no intention at this 
time of inviting the French 
government to the test ban ne- 
gotiations. President De Gaulle 
has said repeatedly that France 
must have its own nuclear ar- 
senal and that a nuclear test 
ban is worthless until all na- 
tions destroy their stockpiles 
of nuclear weapons and the 
rockets to deliver them. Brit- 
ish and United States delegates 
contend that the test ban talks 
are difficult enough without 
bringing France into them.

It appeared likely that Maj. 
Gen. Edwin A. Walker would not 
be called as a witness. Right- 
wing groups have been portray- 
ing him as a martyr since he 
resigned from the Army two 
weeks ago after being admon- 
ished for mixing his own ultra- 
conservative politics with troop 
indoctrination in West Germany. 
However, his Senate supporters 
are said to fear he would be too 
emotional to be a good witness. 

Found Loyal But Indiscreet. 

Robb was special counsel for 
a special security board that 
heard charges in 1954 against 
Oppenheimer, who led the devel- 
opment of the atomic bomb but 
later was barred from access to 
nuclear secrets. The board found 
in a split decision that Oppen- 
heimer had been loval but in- 
discreet, and the Atomic Energy 
Commission barred him perma- 
nently from atomic secrets 

Lewis L. Strauss was chair- 
man of the AEC at the time. 
Robb helped Strauss in 1959 in 
his unsuccessful fight for con- 
firmation as Secretary of Com- 
merce in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration.

Stops Off in Manila—Says There Is Only 
‘Outside Chance’ Michael Is 
Alive—Search Goes On. 


MANILA. Nov. 28 (AP)—Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller said today 


there is ‘‘only an outside 
chance, a miracle’ that his 
youngest son, Michael, stil] is 


alive in the wilds of Dutch New 
(,uinea. 


Pausing here briefly on his 
way home from the fruitless 
search, the Governor said the 
hunt will continue. 


He told reporters the area of 
search for his 23-year-old son 
spreads over 1000 square miles 
and most of it is heavy jungle. 

Looking weary, Rockefeller 
left his daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Strawbridge who had flown to 
New Guinea with him, in Manila 
where she will visit her hus- 
band, a Navy lieutenant on duty 
here. Rockefeller resumed the 
flight home via Europe. 

‘The chances of finding Mike 
are greatly diminished,”’ Rocke- 
feller told reporters as he left 
the search headquarters in Me- 
rauke, on the south coast of 
Dutch New Guinea. 


“A miracle could happen and 
perhaps it will. But we must be 
realistic The hope is very 
smaill,”’ he said. 

The Governor's 23-year-old son 
has been missing since Nov. 19 
when his native catamaran cap- 
sized off the swampy coast and 
he tried to swim to the shore 
three and one-half miles away. A 
Dutch companion stayed with the 
overturned raft and was rescued 
the next day. 

Although Gov. Rockefeller left 
for the United | States, the hunt 


for his son will continue. Aus- 
tralian helicopters planned an- 
other day of crisscrossing a 
1000-equare-mile area. Ground 
parties of Papuan natives and 
Dutch officials will search the 
jungle for .at least another 
month, checking isolated native 
villages in the chance that the 
youth lies hurt or ill in one of 
them. 

The se.rch for young Rocke- 
feller was the biggest ever made 
in New Guinea, enlisting more 
than 6000 persons on the ground, 
ships of the Dutch navy at sea 
and Dutch, Australian and pri- 
vate planes. 

The only clue found was a red 
gasoline can from an outboard 
motor, fished from the sea 120 
miles south of the New Guinea 
coast. 

Young Rockefeller had used 
two such cans as an improvised 
lifebuoy when he started for the 
shore. His Dutch companion, Dr 
R. S. Wassing, said he was % 
per cent certain the recovered 
can was Rockefeller’s. 

Young Rockefeller went to New 
Guinea last spring with a Har- 
vard University expedition and 
stayed on to collect relics for 
the Museum of Primitive Art in 
New York, which his father 
founded and of which he was a 
trustee. 

“If I had to do it over again, 
[ would still permit Michael to 
make the expedition,”’ the Gov- 
ernor said. “One can't do any- 
thing in life without some risk 
He was never happier than when 
he was in West New Guinea.”’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28—Chil- 
dren in the St. Louis area re- 
ceived about one-third of the 
recommended vearly ,.maximum 
amount of radioactive iodine-131 
in milk between Sept. 1 and 
Nov. 15, an official of the 
tomic Energy Commission said 
yesterday 

Dr. Gordon M. Dunning, Dep- 
uty director of the AEC’s divi- 
sion of operational safety, em- 
phasized, however, that the con- 
centrations of iodine-131 in St. 
Louis area milk are far below 
the levels believed to cause can- 


cer of the thyroid gland in 
children. 
Dr. Dunning told reporters at 


a press conference at the Public 
Health Service that St. Louis 
area milk generally has shown 
the highest levels of 1-131 in the 


nation since the Soviet Union 
resumed nuclear testing in the 


atmosphere last Sept. 1, 
Wind Conditions. 

He attributed this in large 
measure to unusual wind condi- 
tions that brought fallout from 
a Sept. 10 Russian test into the 
Middle West more rapidly than 
usual. Normally, fallout from 
Soviet tests hits the United 
States first in Alaska and on the 
West Coast. 

Between Sept. 1 and Nov. 15, 
Dr. Dunning said, a St. Louis 
child drinking a quart of milk a 
day took in an estimated total 
of 10,000 micromicrocuries of 
iodine-131. This delivered a 180- 
millirad dose of the radionuclide 
to the thyroid gland, he said. 

The Federal Radiation Coun- 
cil, which sets federal policy on 
radiation exposure of human be- 
ings, has recommended that a 
500-millirad dose of I-131 to the 
thyroid over a year not be ex- 
ceeded for children in large pop- 
ulation groups under normal, 
peacetime conditions. 


Between August 1957 and Au- 
gust 1958, Dr. Dunning said, 
childrer. in the St. Louis area 


received a total dose of 1.8 rads 
of iodine-131 to the thyroid, al- 
most four times the 500-millirad 
yearly guideline. The guidelines 
were not in effect at that time. 

A 500-millirad dose over a 
year’s time, Dr. Dunning pointed 
out, would equal only one-half 
roentgen of radiation. The radi- 
ation council has said that can- 
cer of the thyroid in children 
was observed after doses start- 
ing at about 150 roentgens, 

Adding to the Risk, 

Dr. Dunning added that al- 
though the radiation levels noted 
since the Russians resumed at- 
mospheric testing continue to be 
“exceedingly low’ from the 
standpoint of health danger, 
“every bit of radiation, however 
small, adds that much risk.” 

On one day in September 1957, 
he said, a reading of 950 micro- 
microcuries of iodine-131 in a 
liter of milk was recorded in St. 
Louis. A reading of 650 mmc.

Two sculptures by Henry 
Moore were unveiled today on 
the plaza in front of the termi- 
nal building at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field 

“The sculptures add richness 
to the area and introduce the 
artistic efforts of man into a 
natural setting of planting and 
water,” said architect Gyo 
Obata, who served as a member 
of a committee which commis- 
sioned the Moore works. 

The abstract figures, titled Re- 
clining Figure I and Reclining 
Figure II, are on pedestals on 
opposite ends of a pool in the 
center of the plaza. There are 
trees around the pool The 
works were purchased with a 
grant from Mr. and Mrs. How- 
ard F. Baer in memory of Mrs 
Baer’s mother, Edith R. Aloe. 

“IT think the Baer family has 
again indicated its intense in- 
terest in the cultural life of the 
city,”’ said Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker, who attended the unveil- 
ing. “I am delighted to see the 
choice of the selection committee 
and I appreciate the way in 
which this sculpture harmonizes 
with the airport as a whole.”’ 

Obata pointed out that a wall 
built between the sculpture and 
the parking lot is high enough 
to screen the parked. automo- 
biles so that a visitor leaving 
the airport is greeted by natural 
beauty and not a mass of cars.

MR. PRESIDENT, I am happy to get this interview from 


tell you quite frankly that your 


election to the high post of President of the United States 


office was met with great hope by public opinion in our country. 


In connection with this, 
question— 

A.—May I just say that I ap 
preciate very much your coming 
to the United States. I also ap- 
preciate the opportunity to talk, 
through you and through your 
newspaper, to the people of the 
Soviet Union. I think that com- 
munication, an exchange of 
views, an honest report of what 
our countries are like and what 
they want and what the people 
wish, is in the interests of both 
our countries and in the interests 
of peace. So we are delighted 
to have this opporunity. 

Q.—I would like to ask you the 
following question. Mr. Presi- 
dent, during the election cam- 
paign, on several occasions you 
expressed good intentions with 
respect to the necessity of im- 
proving ‘Soviet-American rela- 
tions. On the occasion of your 
inauguration as President of a 

great country, Nikita Khrushchev 
Chairman of the Council of 
Ministers of the U.S.S.R., and 
Leonid Brezhnev, Chairman of 
the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet of the U.S.S.R. in their 
message to you, expressed the 
hope that by their joint efforts 
our countries can succeed in 
radically improving our relations 
and the internationa! situation. 

They also expressed confidence 
that we can, step by step, liq- 
uidate the existing suspicion and 
distrust, and thus bring co- 
operation between our peoples. 
On its part, the Soviet govern- 
ment is always ready to support 
any good endeavor in that di- 
rection, and to do its best for 
the establishment of a _ stable 
peace in the world, in order that 
all peoples may live in friend- 
ship and without hatred among 
them. 

' What Must Be Done? 


Mr. President, what do you 
think about the present state 
of Soviet-Ametican relations, 
and what in your opinion must 
be done by the American as well 
as the Soviet governments to 
improve the relations between 
our two countries? 

A.—Well, I would say that the 
relations today are not as 
satisfactory as I had hoped they 
would be when I first took of- 
fice. In fact, one of the first 
things that I did on becoming 
President was to commit the 
United States to an earnest ef- 
fort to achieve a _ satisfactory 
agreement with the Soviet 
Union on the cessation of nu- 
clear test. 

As a result of that effort, at 
the end of March, we sent our 
representatives, along with Great 
Britain's, to Geneva for the first 
time with a complete treaty 
which we tabled for discussion. 
I had hoped that this would be 
one area where we could make 
real progress. It would lessen 
the contamination of the air, it 
would be a first step towards 
disarmament, and I felt that if 
we could achieve an agreement 
in this area, we could then move 
on to the other areas of disarma- 
ment which required action. 

We were not successful. And, 
as you know, we were in fact 
still at the table in Geneva in 
August when, still negotiating, 
the Soviet Union resumed its 
tests, tests which must have 
been in preparation for many 
months, at the very time that 
the conversations were going 
os. So that has been a disap- 
peintment. 

In addition, Berlin and Ger- 
many have become, I think, 
areas of heightened crisis since 
the Vienna meeting, and I 
think extremely dangerous to 
the peace, which I am sure—I 
know—both of our people want. 

I think that the Soviet Union 
and the United States should live 
together in peace. We are large 
countries, energetic people, we 
are steadily providing in both 
our countries an increase in the 
standard of living. 

“Life Would Be Richer. 

If we can keep the peace for 
20 years, the life of the people 
of the Soviet Union and the life 
of the people of the United States 
will be far richer and will be 
far happier as the standard of 
living steadily rises. 

Where we feel the difficulty 
comes is the effort by the Soviet 
Union to communize, in a sense, 
the entire world. If the Soviet 
Union were merely seeking to 
protect its own national inter- 
ests, to protect its own national 
security, and would permit other 
countries to live as they wish— 
to live in peace—then I believe 
that the problems which now 
cause sO much tensiOn would 
fade away. 

We want the people of the So- 
viet Union to live in peace—we 
want the same for our own peo- 
ple. It is this effort to push out- 
ward the Communist system, on 
to country after country, that 
represénts, I think, the great 
threat to peace. If the Soviet 


I would like to ask you the following 


Union looked only to its national 
interest and to providing a bet- 
ter life for its people under con- 
ditions of peace. I think there 
would be nothing that would dis- 
turb the relations between the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States 

Q.—That is very interesting. 
However as a citizen of the 
Soviet Union, as a member of 
the Communist party, I cannot 
agree with you, in that part 
of your answer where you are 
Saying that we are trying to 
“communize’’ the world. At the 
twenty-second party congress. 
which, in our opinion, was an 
historic event, we adopted a 
program of Communist develop- 
ment and we said that we are 
against any export of the revo- 
lution, but we are also against 
any export of counter-revolution. 

Says U. S. Is Interfering. 

If we turn to facts, there are 
many countries in the world in 
the affairs of which, from our 
point of view the United States 
is interfering. Yesterday, I saw 
a TV program which was being 
shown to millions of Americans, 
where your commentator assert- 
ed that the whole world is under 
complete threat of the Com- 
munists to capture the world. 
We would like to see an end 
put to this situation. 

Our government and our party 
believe that every people 
chooses such a system of gov- 
ernment as they like. Austria 
chose the capitalist way of de- 
velopment although American 
and Soviet troops were there. 
But Cuba has chosen another 
way of development. And we 
would be happy if you, Mr. 
President, were to state that 
the interference in the affairs 
of Cuba was a mistake. We 
hope that the Cuban people will 
consolidate their own way of 
life—as well as the Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, Brazil and 
many other countries. 

A.—May I just say, without 
getting into a debate, that the 
United States supports the idea 
that every people shall have the 
right to make a free choice as 
to the kind of government thev 
want. In the case of Cuba. let 
me remind you that the Castro 
revolution was originally sup- 
ported by the great majority of 
the people. When Castro was 
leading the revolution, the state- 
ment was made that there would 
be free elections, and freedom 
for the people, and progress for 
the people. 

Commitment Not Kept. 

But Castro has not kept that 
commitment. Until the present 
government of Cuba will allow 
free and honest elections, in our 
opinion, it cannot claim to repre- 
sent the majority of the people. 
That is our dispute with Cuba. 

Mr. Jagan, on the other hand, 
who was recently elected Prime 
Minister in British Guiana, is a 
Marxist, but the United States 
doesn’t object — because that 
choice was made by an honest 
election, which he won. If the 
people of any country choose to 
follow a Communist system in a 
free election, after a fair oppor- 
tunity for a number of views to 
be presented, the United States 
would accept that. What we find 
to be objectionable, and a threat 
to the peace, is when a system 
is imposed by a small militant 
group of subversion, infiltration, 
and all the rest. 

If the Soviet Union and this 
country could develop their 


own resources, and if you per- | 


mitted the peoples of the world 
to develop in a way they wish 
to develop, then, if any nation 
should choose a Communist 
system, we would recognize 
and accept that. And if they 
chose another system, then we 
would hope that you would 
recognize and accept that, too. 
If we could get that on both 
sides, I believe the Soviet Un- 
ion and the United States, 
which have so much to gain 
from peace, could live in peace. 
Q.—I understand you, Mr. 
President, and I am very happy 
to hear these words from you, 
because as you know, the future 
of the world depends in many 
respects on the relations between 
the United States and our coun- 
try. Let the people decide what 
way of development they want 
to choose. However I would like 
to draw your attention to the 
following historical parallel. 
When the Bolsheviks, headed by 
V. I. Lenin, came to power, all 
the capitalist world was shout- 
ing that they were ters and 
that there was no freedom in 
Russia but in 44 years our coun- 
try became a great power. But 
this is not the issue. I would 
like to ask you another ques- 
tion— 
| A.—You are a newspaper man 
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and a politician. 

Q.—In our country every citi- 
zen is a politician, because we 
like our country very much. The 
young and the old like the So- 
cialist system of our country 
and we are ready to fight for it 
until its victorious end. You are 
proud of your country, Mr. 
President, and we are also very 
much. proud of our own country, 
and we are proud of our party, 
and we are proud of V. I. Lenin. 

Mr. President, sometimes it 
is said that in order to improve 
the relations between our coun- 
tries, it is necessary to start 
with the settlement of small 
problems. Others believe that 
too many small issues have 
accumulated and that perhaps 
it would be better to start with 
a big act. 

We believe that such a big 
act was the visit by Nikita 
Sergeyevich Khrushchev to the 
United States in 1959. But un- 
fortunately the results of that 
trip were not completely satis- 

factory. Mr. President, what 
is your attitude toward the 
idea of concluding a pact of 
peace between the United 
States and the Soviet Union? 
That would be a great step 
forward. 

A.—I think we should have not 
only an agreement between our 
countries, but take those steps 
which make peace possible. [| 

don't think that paper, and 
words on paper, are as signifi- 
cant as looking at those areas 
which provide tension between 
our two systems and seeing if 
we can dispel that tension. 

One of those areas now is the 
problem of Germany and Berlin. 
If we could make progress there, 
then in my opinion it would pro- 
vide a most important step in 
improving our relations in other 
areas, 

Other Goals. 

I stated that if we had been 
able to get an agreement on the 
nuclear tests cessation, that 


‘would lead to other agreements 


on disarmament. If we can make 
an agreement successfully which 
provides peace in Central Eu- 
rope, if we can conclude our 
efforts in Laos and insure a gov- 
ernment and a country which 
are neutral and independent, as 
Chairman Khrushchev and I! 
agreed at Vienna, then we would 
be able to move into other areas 
of tension. 

I believe, as I have said, if 
we can now make an agree- 
ment on a satisfactory basis 
on Berlin and Germany, which 
is the most critical area—be- 
cause it represents a matter of 
great interest to both our coun- 
tries, and great concern to our 
peoples—then we could take 
other steps. If we can solve 
the problem of Germany and 
Berlin, I believe we can find 
our relations substantially im- 
proved. 

Q.—Thank you, Mr. President, 
this is a most worthy thought. 
Especially because, as I under- 
stand you, you intend to talk 
seriously on these problems with 
our Government. Let me say 
that the German problem is -of 
great importance to our coun- 
try, for many reasons. Not 
only for strictly political rea- 
sons, and not only because of 
prestige considerations. 

No Voices Heard. 

As you know we have allies— 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, and a 
number of other countries. How- 
ever, to date we haven't heard 
any sober voices from. the 
West affirming the integrity of 
the borders existing in Europe 
and it would be very important 
to hear that. 

But there is also another as- 
pect to the German problem. 
In our country, in the Soviet 
Union there is not a _ single 
family that did not lose some 
kin in the war? You know we 
are trying to put out the 
smouldering coals of the last 
war in Central Europe. But we 
do not wish only to play the 
role of a political fireman, as it 
were, though it is very impor- 
tant. 


, In the heart of every Soviet 


ent interpreter. 


citizen, in the soul of every Sov- 
jet citizen, there are, as you 
know, coals still burning from 
the iast war and they are burn- 
ing his soul and does not let him 
sleep quietly. Thus, solution of 
the question of a peace treaty 
is the hope and tranquility in the 
heart of every Soviet man. 

After all we are still singing 
songs about those who did not 
come home from the war. | 
know that you participated in 
the war, that you are a hero of 
the war, and this is why I am 
talking to you in such lofty 
words. But this, if you wish, is a 
side-line. 

Mr. President, in 1958, if I 
am not mistaken, our Govern- 
ment suggested to the Govern- 
ment of the United States—of 
course the previous Adminis- 
tration was in power then— 
that the trade relations be- 
tween our countries be nor- 
malized. Now, as you know, 

the trade relations between 
our countries are in a very 
lamentable condition. 

Before I left for the United 
States, I had a conversation 
with my friends from the Min- 
istry of Foreign Trade, and 
they asked me to inquire with 
you whether there are any 
prospects of improving the 
trade relations between our 
countries. After all there is a 
very old truth: Together with 
goods, together with the ex- 
change of goods, there also 
come better relations among 
peoples. 

A —Let me say that I know 
that the Soviet Union suffered 
more from World War II than 
anv country. It represented a 
terrible blow, and the casualties 
affected every family, including 
many of the families of those 
now in government. I will say 

that the United States also suf- 
fered, though not so heavily as 
the Soviet Union, quite obvious- 
ly. My brother was killed in 
Europe. My _ sister’s husband 
was killed in Europe. The point 
is that the war is now over. 
We want to prevent another war 
arising out of Germany. 
Negotiation Needed, 

I think the important thing 
between the United States and 
the U.S.S.R. is not to create 
the kind of tension and pressure, 
which in the name of settling 
World War II increases the 
chances of a conflict between 
the Soviet Union and its allies 
on the one hand and the United 
States and its allies on the 
other. What we should attempt 
to do is work out a solution 
through negotiation which will 
make it possible to keep the 
peace in Central Europe. And 


that is the aim of this govern- | 


ment. 

Now in regard to trade, one of 
the first things I did on becom- 
ing President was to change gov- 
ernmental policy which provid- 
ed for the admission of crab 
meat. This was not a matter of 
great dollar value, but had some 
symbolic importance, and was 4 
matter which Chairman Khrush- 
chev had spoken about on sev- 


eral occasions. 


My own judgment is that, if| 
we can solve the problems that | 


we are now talking about, par- 
ticularly in Berlin, and ease the 
general tension, trade will then 
increase. What has diminished 
trade in recent months has been 
the difficulty which we have ex- 
perienced in Germany and Ber- 
lin. I would hope that trade 
could be expanded, and in my 
judgment it would expand im- 
mediately, if we can bring about 
a peaceful and satisfactory solu- 
tion to the interests of all in 
Germany and Berlin. 

Q.—I shall communicate your 
words to our leaders with a feel- 
ing of satisfaction. We have 
always thought and still think 
of the Americans as the realists. 


It is your energy, your realistic | 


approach, that has helped you 
to create such a wealthy coun- 
try. 

But now I would like to ask 
you frankly, Mr. President, be- 
cause this idea was expressed 


by you in several instances, '

whether you seriously think that 
the social changes which are 
happening in the world today 
are the result of actions in 
which Moscow has its hands? 

I would like to remind you of 
one thing. You know, in France 
when the bourgeois revolution 
won, the aristocratic Europe ac- 
cused France of every mortal 
sin. When the October revolu- 
tion won, all the world of the 
rich condemned that revolution. 
But this revolution won! 

No Assurance, 

You mentioned that a Marxist 
came to power in British Gui- 
ana. Do you think that events 
occurred there according to our 
instructions? Of course, we 
can’t give you any assurance 
that there won't be social 
changes in the world, although 
you will call it the result of the 
‘‘*hands” of Moscow. 

A—Let me say, as I indi- 
cated, if the people of these 
countries make a free choice, 
that they prefer the Communist 
or Socialist or any other kind 
of system, then the United States 
and the people of the United 
States accept that. That is why 
I give you the example of Brit- 
ish Guiana. But of course I do 
not hold and I do not say that 
the Soviet Union is responsible 
for all the changes that are 
coming in the world. 

For example, since the end 
of World War II, the British 
Empire has been turned into in- 
dependent states, I think 15 of 
them. The French community 
has been turned into 21 indepen- 


dent states. There are many 
changes in the world. Western 
Europe has joined closer to- 


gether in the Common Market. 
These are not the result of the 
Communists’ efforts. 

Must Have Opportunity. 
There are many changes, as 
I have said, throughout the 
world. People want to live in 
different ways. That is what 
we want, also. If they have a 
fair opportunity to make a 
choice, if they choose to sup- 
port Communism, we _ accept 
that 

What we object to is the at- 
tempt to impose Communism 
by force, or a situation where 
once a people may have fallen 
under Communism, the Com- 
munists do not give them a 
fair opportunity to make an- 
other choice. We had been 
under the impression that the 
Yalta agreement and the Pots-. 
dam agreement provided for a 
free choice for the peoples of 
Eastern Europe. 

They do not, in our opinion, 
today, have a free choice. 
You may argue that they may 
want to live under Commu- 
nism, but if they do not, they 


are not given the opportunity 
to change. 

We believe that if the Soviet 
Union—without attempting to 
impose the Communist system 
—will permit the people of the 
world to live as they wish to 
live, relations between the So- 
viet Union and the United 
States will then be very satis- 
factory, and our two peoples, 
which now live in danger, will 
be able to live in peace and 
with a greatly increased Stand- 
ard of living. 

And I believe we have such 
vast economic opportunities 
now in both of our countries 
that we should consider how we 
can get along, and not attempt 
to impose our views, one on 
the other or on anyone else. 
Q.—Of course, Mr. President, 

I did not expect in such a short 
period of time I would succeed 


'in converting you to another be- 


lief—just as you did not expect 
to convert me. You have talked 
with our Chairman, the First 
Secretary of the Central Commit- 
tee of the Communist party of the 
Soviet Union, and he did not suc- 
ceed in convincing you, nor did 
he try to do so. 

This, as you know, is a matter 
of personal outlook. One man 
may consider certain elections to 
be free, while another would con- 
sider those elections non-demo- 
cratic. For example, in a num- 
ber of countries of Latin Amer- 
ica, great revolutionary changes 
are taking place. For a long pe- 
riod of time you considered that 
Trujillo was elected in a demo- 
cratic way. You have been say- 
ing the same about the regime 
of the Shah of Iran as well. But 
let us not engage in an argu- 


= ment and jet us turn to the next 


question. 
Chance for Disarmament. 
Mr. President, may I ask you 
the following question? It is 
well known that the Soviet gov- 
ernment has declared its readi- 
ness to accept any proposal of 
the Western powers on interna- 
tional control and inspection, if 
agreement on general and com- 
plete disarmament is reached. 
At the same time, the Soviet 
government does not exclude the 
possibility of reaching agree- 
ment on a number of measures 
which may decrease the danger 
of war and which could be 
effected in the nearest future. 
Such proposals are, for instance, 
the proposals on the freezing of 
military budgets, renunciation of 
the use of nuclear weapons, the 
conclusion of a non-aggression 
pact between NATO and the 
Warsaw pact countries, with- 
drawal of foregin troops from 
the territories of other countries, 
the establishment of a nuclear 
free zone, or measures against 
the danger of surprise attack. 
What, in.your views, are the 
prospects of general and com- 
plete disarmament, and of de- 
creasing international tensions? 
A.—Inasmuch as the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
agreed in the declaration of 
principles in September, at the 
end of the McCloy-Zorin talks, 
on the goal of general and com- 
plete disarmament, the problem 
now becomes an attempt to im- 


plement that goal, stage by 
stage. 
The Soviet Union and the 


United States have a basic 
disagreement which must be 
resolved on this question. We 
believe that there must be ade- 
quate inspection, to make sure 
that each side is disarming 
and staying in accordance 
with the agreements which 
they make. The Soviet Union 
has stated that it will permit 
us, or the international body, 
to inspect those weapons which 
are destroyed but will not per- 
mit us to carry out an inspec- 
tion to see what weapons re- 
main. One side could destroy 
a hundred bombers but still 
have a thousand or two thou- 
sand bombers left. If you are 
really going to provide for 
orderly disarmament, it seems 
to me you have to inspect not 
only those weapons which 
have been destroved, but also 
these weapons that remain. 
Otherwise we do not have any 
* guarantee of security for either 
side. If we can agree to an 
effective inspection system so 
that each country can know 
that the other is living up to 
its agreement, then, in my 
opinion, we can move into 
general and complete disarma- 


Kennedy Says Izvestia Article 
Is a ‘Marked Step Forward’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28— 
President Kennedy said today 
he believes the publication in 
the Soviet Union of his inter- 
view with the editor of Izvestia 
represents ‘‘a marked step for- 
ward in American-Soviet under- 
standing.”’ 

The White House released the 
following statement by the 
President: 

“I consider the publication of 
the interview in the Soviet Union 
a marked step forward in 
American-Soviet understanding. 


I hope it will lead the further | 
intensification of free communi- 


cation between our two coun- 
tries at all levels.” 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev | 
approved the interview between | 


Mr. Kennedy and the Russian 
editor, permitting the first major 
publication in Russia of the 
views of an American President 
on cold war issues, a White 
House source said. 


Press Secretary Pierre Sal- 


| inger told reporters he had been 


informed by the United States 
embassy in Moscow that Izves- 
tia, the official Soviet govern- 
ment newspaper, published the 
text of the two-hour conversa- 
tion between its editor, Alexei 
Adzhubei, and Mr. Kennedy. 

The embassy, after comparing 
the Russian text published in 
Izvestia with a_ stenographic 
transcript in English, reported 
that only one substantive change 
was made in the published ver- 
sion. This related to a state- 
ment by Adzhubei, Salinger said. 

The English transcript released 
by the White House showed that 
the Russian editor, referring to 
Khruchchev’s 1959 visit to the 
United States, said ‘“‘but un- 
fortunately the results of that 
trip were not completely satis- 
factory.” | 

As published, this sentence had 
been changed to read: ‘‘But the 
_ positive results of that trip were 
_wrecked and brought to nothing 
by the well-known actions of the 
| then-American Administration.” 
_ This was a reference to the Eis- 
| enhower Administration, 
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In rocking chair answer- 
ing Adzhubei's questions. 


ment. 

That is why I thought it so 
vitally important that we make 
an agreement on cessation of 
nuclear testing as the first 
step, and then proceed step 
by step through atomic wea- 
pons, through missiles, through 
the level of ground forces, the 
navy, and all the rest. If we 
can get agreement on that, 
then we can move toward 
general and complete dis- 
armament, 


I think it would be helpful if 
NATO and the Warsaw pact 
engaged in a commitment to 
live in peace with each other 
I certainly believe we should 
take every conceivable step to 
prevent surprise attack. I be- 


lieve that if the relations be- 
tween our countries can be 
normalized, there will be less 


military buildup on both sides, 
but we cannot now withdraw our 
troops from Europe, way back 
across the Atlantic ocean, when 
you merely withdraw your 
troops to the Soviet Union which 
is only a few hundred miles 
away. That is why we need 
some understanding of what is 
going to be the situation in Ber- 
lin and in Germany. And that is 
why I hope negotiations will 
take place between our govern- 
ments quickly and will come to 
a successful conclusion. 


The statement has been made 
on many occasions that we ob- 
ject to the signing of a peace 
treaty, that we regard that as 
a belligerent act. That is not the 
point. It is our view that the 
statement which the four powers 
made at Geneva in 1955 provid- 
ing for the reunification repre- 
sents the soundest policy. To 
divide a country, to divide a city, 
to put up a wail im a city, we 
believe, only increases tensions 
rather than diminish them. And 
we believe that, if the German 
people were permitted to be re- 
unified, adequate steps could be 
taken to protect the security of 
all involved. 


Now we recognize that today 
the Soviet Union does not intend 
to permit reunification, and that 
as long as the Soviet Union has 
that policy, Germany will not be 
reunified. The question now is 
whether the Soviet Union will 
sign a treaty with the East Ger- 
man authorities which will in-. 
crease tension rather than di- 
minish it. As I said in my speech 
at the United Nations, we recog- 
nize that the Soviet Union can 
sign any treaty it wishes with 
the East German authorities. 

What we find to bé so dan- 
gerous, however, is the claim 
that that treaty will deny us 
our rights in West Berlin, 
rights we won through the war, 
rights which were agreed to by 
the Soviet Union, the United 
States, Britain and France at 
the conclusion of the war, and 
which we believe should be 
continued, But if you sign a 
treaty with East Germany and 
those rights are subject to the 
wishes of the East German au- 
thorities, it seems to me that 
that is going to increase ten- 
sion, 


If the Soviet Union attempts 
In that treaty to turn over 
jurisdiction over West Berlin 
to the East German authori- 
ties, against the wishes of the 
people of West Berlin—if the 
lines of communication and ac- 
cess, from West Berlin to the 
outside world and the West, 
are completely under the con- 
trol of East German authorities 
to cut any time they so wish 
—then this treaty does not 
bring peace, it only increases 
the danger. 


Now I am hopeful that, in the 
conversations and negotiations 
which we hope to have with the 
Soviet Union, assurances will 
be given which will permit us 
to continue to exercise’ the 
rights which we now have in 
West Berlin, as a result of the 
existing four power agreement, 
and will permit free access in 
and out of the city. We do not 
want to stay in West Berlin if 
the people there do not want 


us to stay. But they want us to . 


stay. When they decide that 
they don't want us, we will 
leave. 


Must Maintain Rights. 

But as long as they wish us to 
stay, it seems to me that the 
rights which are ours by agree- 
ment should be maintained. I 


dm hopeful that the Soviet Un- 


ion will agree with this, and in 
particular will agree to permits 
supplies and people to move in 


,and out of West Berlin freely, 


Then we can in my Opinion, 
reach a peaceful settlement in 
the center of Europe, and if we 
can reach an agreement on this 
question, then I believe our re- 
lations will greatly improve. 

Q.—You just answered the 
question | was going to ask. But 
I cannot agree with you. I am 
not a specialist in the field of 
disarmament, but as I under- 
stand it, the McCloy-Zorin agree- 
ment was a very important step 
forward, and we hope that the 
efforts by specialists who will be 
authorized by our governments 
will lead to better results 

And now a few words about 
Germany. If I understood cor- 
rectly the translation, I have 
heard a very unrealistic term. 
I have in mind the term ‘East 
German authorities.’’ It would 
be more pleasant to hear ‘‘gov- 
ernment of the German Dem- 
ocratic Republic.”’ 

You don't like the German 
Democratic Republic. We don't 
like the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, but we have diplomat.c 
relations with the F.R.G., we 
have very good trade relations 
with it. Thus, we are realists, 
If the government of the United 
States were not saying ‘East 
German authorities’’ but were to 
say ‘‘government of the G.D.R.,”’ 
that would be very good and 
realistic. 

Would Sign Treaty. 

And now a second point. Wa 
would like to sign a peace treaty 
together with our World War IT 
allies, and we hope that it will 
be so. It would be a great hap- 
piness not only for our govern. 
ment but also for our people, 
Nobody intends to turn West 
Berlin over to East Germany, 
That does not make sense. 
There is the G.D.R. and there 
is the F.R.G. with its capitalist 
system. Let’s sign a peace 
treaty and let us guarantee free- 
dom for West Berlin by every 
means — by troops of the four 
powers, by United Nations 
troops—and let’s thus guarantee 
its rights. But this is a problem 
for future negotiation. 

Now a few words about access 
to West Berlin. Why complicate 
such a simple problem? Com- 
munication to West Berlin runs 
over 100 miles through the ter- 
ritory of the German Democtat- 


ic Republic. If one needs to 
, visit West Berlin, if it is neces- 
sary to send people, food or 
other goods there, then it is 


very elementary to ask permis- 
sion for that of the government 
of the G.D.R. Sometimes | feel 
—and I am saying this to you 
very frankly — that some evil 
people are attempting to com- 
plicate simple things and thus 
are deliberately creating tension. 

Yesterday, when I was talk- 
ing with your closest advisers, I 
gave this example: If a man has 
his nervous system extremely 
strained, he is irritated by every 
noise, every sound and every- 
thing is taken by him very sus- 
piciously. Such a man can cre- 
ate much trouble. We hope that 
the negotiations which will take 
place in the near future, will be 
objective, realistic; and will be 
conducted in an atmosphere of 
complete calm. 


A.—May I just make one brief 
response? All Berlin was put un- 
der four power authority by the 
agreements at Potsdam. East 
Berlin, which was under the im 
mediate authority of the Soviet 
Union, has now been turned 
over to East Germany in viola- 
tion of those agreements. It is 
no longer effectively under four- 
power control. And now the So- 
viet Union seeks to place Soviet 
troops in West Berlin. It does 
not suggest that the troops of 
the other three powers be placed 
in East Berlin. 


In other words, the Soviet 
Union now seeks to share in the 
control of West Berlin. That 1s 
the first point that is in qués- 
tion. The second is this question 
of the rights of access in cross- 
ing East Germany. As I gather 
it, you would give the East Ger- 
man authorities—you say East 
German government—the power 
to interfere with that traffic. It 
is stated that they would not do 
so, but, we have no assurances 
in Mr. Ulbricht’s statements 
which vary from week to week, 

In my opinion, if such an 
agreement is signed, if our 
rights on the communication 
lines between the West and West 
Berlin—which are now governed 
by the Soviet Union—are turned 
over to the East German au- 
thorities, and if the East Ger- 
mans should interfere with that 
right of access, for one reason 
or another, then this would pro- 
vide heightened tension, the 
Soviet Union might come to the 
support of East Germany and 
we would find ourselves, instead 
of having settled this now, once 
more face to face. 

The reason why we have 
been reluctant to recognize 
East Germany as a sovereign 
power is that we do not recog- 
nize the division of Germany. 
In our opinion the German 
people wish to have one united 
country. If the Soviet Union 
had lost the war, the Soviet 
people themselves would ob- 
ject to a line being drawn 
through Moscow and the en- 
tire country. If we had been 
defeated in war, we wouldn't 
like to have a line drawn down 
the Mississippi river. 

The Germans want to be 
united. I think it should be 
possible to provide for that 
under conditions which will 
protect the interests of all con- 
cerned. But the Soviet Union 
believes that it is more in 
their interest to keep Ger- 
many divided.

All we wish to do is maintain 
a very limited—and they are a 
very limited number of troops 
of the three powers in West 
Berlin and to have, for ex- 
ample, an international admin- 
istration on the autobahn so 
that goods and people can 
move freely in and out. Then 
we can have peace in this area 
for years. 


to exercise the right of authoritv 
over that access, we are going 
to have continued tension there— 
and I simply do not see, given 
the strong interests of both of 
us in having peace in this part 
of Europe, why that is a wise 
decision. | am hopeful instead 
that the negotiations which we 
are anxious to see take place 
will bring about an agreement 
on this area which will recognize 
fairly the interests of all. 
QO.—Mr. President, since I’m 
talking to you in a very frank 
and friendly manner, | would 
like to ask you to imagine, at 
least for a moment, the follow- 
ing impossible thing. Imagine 
that you were an officer, a vet- 
eran of the Soviet navy, who 
fought in World War II. You won 
the war, and then the very events 
occurred which are now taking 
place. One of the parts of Ger- 


But if East Germany is going many—the Federal Republic of 


Germany—does not recognize the 
borders which have been estab- 
lished after the war 

It is again building up its 
armed forces. The Chancellor of 
that country goes to the United 
States to talk to the President 
of the United States and they 
have secret talks. The spirit of 
revanchism is very high in that 
part of Germany. What would 
your attitude be toward this, if 
you were a veteran of the Soviet 
Navy? 

A.—If I were a Soviet veteran, 
I would see that West Germany 
now has only nine divisions, 
which is a fraction of the Soviet 
forces. Nine divisions. It has 
no nuclear ‘weapons of its own. 
It has a very small air force— 
almost no navy, I think perhaps 
two or three submarines. So it is 
not a miiltary threat. Its nine 
divisions are under the interna- 
tional control of NATO, and sub- 
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iect to the command of th, 
NATO organization. which is 
made up of 15 countries of Eu- 
rope which altogether have. in 
West Germany now, about 22 or 
23. «divisions—about the same 
number as the Soviet divisions in 
East Germany. 
So that I do not 
country represents a 
threat now to the Union, 
even though I recognize how 
bitter was the struggle in World 
War Il—in the same way that 
Japan today represents no threat 
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‘to the United States. even 


though 20 veears ago there were 
\four years of war in the Pacific 
against the Japanese 

The power of countries 
@hanges—weapons change—sci- 
ence changes. Without missiles, 
without nuclear capability, with 
very few divisions today, | 
don't believe West Germany is 
a military threat. 

Then I would look at the pow- 
er of the United States, and | 
would look at the power of the 
Soviet Union, and | would say 
that the important thing is for 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States not to get into a war, which 


would destrov both of our = svs- 
tems SO as a SOVIET veteran. 
| would want the Soviet Union 
to reach an agreement with the 
Linited States which recognizes 
the interests and the commit 
ments of the Unied States, as 
well as our own, and not attempt 


to enforce single-handedly a new 
situation upon the United States 
which would be against previous 
commitments we had made. 

The Soviet Union made a com- 
mitment in regard to Berlin in 
1945. Germany today is divided 
(ermanvy today is not a threat to 
the Soviet Union militarily. 

Accord Essential. 

The important thing is to at- 
tempt to reach an accord which 
recognizes the interests of all: 
and I believe that can be done 
with respect to Germany. I! 
recognize that there are going to 
he two Germanys as long as the 
Soviet Union believes that that 
The problem 
now is to make sure that, in any 
treaty which the Soviet Union 
reaches with East Germany, the 
rights of the other powers are 


> in her interest 


recognized in Berlin. That's all 
we're talking about 

We are not talking about en- 
couraging revanchism, building 
P at German military ma- 
chine. or anything else you 
mention. In any peace treaty 
which is signed with East Ger- 
many, there must be a recogni 


tion of the rights of the United 
States and the other powers 
Now that does not seem to 
me to be a threat in any way 
to the security of the Soviet 
Union. That does not provide 
for any increase in the West- 
ern military forces, which are 
rather limited there. I think 
we could have peace in this 
century in Central Europe if 
we could reach an accord 
over West Berlin. To pursue 
another course in the name of 
ending World War Il—a course 
which threatens to increase 
the chance of World War Ill 
—represents a wholly unwise 
policy, for you and for us. 
So, if I were a Soviet officer 
and wanted peace, I would think 
peace can be won and my coun- 
trv’s security can be assured. 
The Soviet Union is a strong 
military power. It has great nu- 
clear capacity. It has missiles, 
nlanes—it has a great number 
of divisions—it has countries as- 
sociated with it. No one is ever 
goin. to invade the Soviet Union 
again. There is no military pow- 
er than can do that. The problem 
is to make an agreement which 
will permit us to have our in- 
terests recognized, as well as 
vours. That should not be be- 
yond the capacity of us both. 


Difficult Responsibility. 


Chairman KhrusWthev did not, 
nor did I, make the arrange- 
ments in 1945 in regard to Ber- 
lin. Our responsibility, given 
the situation which is a difficult 
one, is to bring about peace, 
and I believe it can be done 

In short, if I were a Soviet 
naval officer, I would feel that 
the security of the Soviet Union 
was well protected, and that 
the important thing now is to 
reach an accord with the United 
States, our ally during that 
second war 

0 —Mr. President, | am about 
to finish. Of course, you an- 
swered this question not as a 
veteran of the Soviet armed 
forces but as President of the 
United States, and that is quite 
natural. However, as I under- 
stand you, Mr. President, you 
are against West Germany's 
having nuclear weapons at her 
disposal, or in any degree of 
control over such weapons? 

A—The United States, as a 
matter of national policy, as I 
said at the United Nations, will 
not give nuclear weapons to any 
country, and I would be ex- 
tremely reluctant to see West 
Germany acquire a nuclear ca- 
Chancellor 
Adenauer stated that they would 
not, in 1954. That is still the 
policy of that government, and 
| think that is the wise policy. 

Q.—But you know perfectly 
well that many top posts in 
NATO are occupied by German 
generals ,and you know that 
Europe is very far from the 
United States. Don’t you think 
that at some point it might hap- 
pen that German generals might 
become too influential in NATO? 

A.—That is why I believe it 
to be so important to stress the 
West German army is integrated 
in NATO. NATO is now com- 
manded by an American; and, in 
my judgment, as long as Ger- 
man forces are integrated in 
NATO—and NATO is under the 
the control of the 15 NATO coun; 
tries, none of which wants an- 
other war-—there is security for 
all. And | think that will con- 
tinue, 

Now if this situation changed. 
if Germany developed an atomic 
capability of its own, if it devel- 
oped many missiles, or a strong 
national army that threatened 
war, then I would understand 


your concern, and | would share | 


it. After all, we have had two 
wars in Europe, as well as you

situation for the future, is as | 
have described it. If it changed, 
then it would seem to me appro- 
priate for the United States and 
the Soviet Union and others to 
consider the situation at that 
time. But it is not that way now, 
so why take the risk of having 
the United States, which is a 
powerful country, and the Soviet 
Union, which is also powerful, 
getting into difficulty with each 
other, when there is no real 
threat in Europe to you or to 
us? I think that we should look 
at things as they are in 1961. 
We Have Most to Lose. 
You have stated that you are 
realists. This is not 1939, 1940 
or 1941. Look what happened. 
As I said, in the Far East, Ja- 
pan’s strength was entirely dif- 
ferent in those years. China's 
power was also entirely differ- 
ent. Countries change. Situa- 
tions change. And we have to 
be realistic enough to see where 
the real danger lies. The real 
danger today is the fact that 
both of us possess in our nuclear 
stockpiles the means to impose 
great devastation upon. each 
other—and we are the ones that 
have the most to lose from war. 


Therefore I think, if we look 
at it realistically, we should be 
able to reach an accord which 
protects the interests of our 
two great countries, and per- 
mits us both to go ahead with 
increasing our standard of liv- 
ing and meeting other prob- 
lems. In the United States in 
the last 14 years our living 
standards has increased 40 per 
cent. In the Soviet Union it 
has gone up sharply. Nobody 
can benefit more from peace 
than the Soviet Union and the 
United States. 


I would hope that rather than 
attemping to talk about condi- 
tions in Germany as they were 
20 years ago, we would look at 
them as they are today. We have 
had peace, really, in Europe for 
15 years. The problem now is 
to see if we can reach a negotia- 
tion which can gettle this matter 
for another 15 years. Nobody 
knows what is going to happen 
in the world over the long run, | 
but at least we ought to be able. 
to settle this matter of Berlin 
and Germany. 

Q.—I thank you for your at 
tention and this time that I 
took from your weekend rest 

A.—I appreciate very much 
your ‘giving me, as President, 
this opportunity to talk to the 
people of the Soviet Union, and 
your courtesy in coming here. 
I want to emphasize that to the 
people of this country there is 
nothing that would satisfy them 
more than to see the two coun- 
tries live at peace, and the peo- | 
ple of the two countries enjoying 
a steadily increasing standard of | 
living. 

I was in the Soviet Union as a 
student in 1939, and I understand | 
that there have been many) 
changes, and that the standard | 
of living of the people is rising. | 
The standards of the people of 
the United States have also 
risen. I am hopeful that this | 
interview will contribute in some 
degree to better understanding 
and to peace. For, | repeat 
again, our two peoples have the 
most to gain from peace.

Concerning Berlin, Mr. Ken- | 
nedy told Adzhubei: 

“All we want is to maintain

If the So- 
viet Union pursues only its own 
national interests and tries to 
secure a better life for its people 
in conditions of peace, then in 
my opinion theré would be noth- 
ing which could darken the re- 
lations between the Soviet Union 
and the United States.”

Adzhubei replied that the So- | 


viet Union does not want to 
communize the world. 

“We are against. the export of 
revolution but we are. also 
against the export of counter- 
revolution,” he said. 

On Improving. Relations. 

Adzhubei's first question asked 
what Mr. Kennedy thinks should 
_be done to improve Soviet-Amer-

ican relations 

Mr. Kennedy rephed 

| would say that at the pres 
ent time the relations hetween 
our countries are not as satis- 
factory as I would have hoped 
when I became President. Ac- 
tually, the first thing I did when 
I became President was to un- 
dertake for the United States to 
make a series of efforts for 
achieving an acceptable agree- 
ment with the Soviet Union on 
the question of nuclear tests. 

“We did not succeed. As you 
know, we were still sitting 
around a table in Geneva in 
August when, during the talks, 
the Soviet Union resumed the 
tests, preparations for which 
must have gone on for several 
months at the same time when 
negotiations were in progress. 
This was a disappointment.’ 

Mr. Kennedy said that after his 
June 1 Vienna meeting with 
Khrushehev, “Berlin and Ger- 
many became, in my opinion, 
areas of growing crisis. + 

“If we can preserve peace in 
the course of 20 years,”’ Mr. 
Keenedy said, ‘“‘the life of the 
Soviet people and the lives of 
the American people will be con- 
siderably richer and happier.” 

Mentioning that the Soviet 
Union opposes ‘“‘the export of 
counter - revolution,’ Adzhubei 
said the Cuban invasion earlier 
this year showed the United 
States “‘intervenes in many coun- 
tries.” 

‘We would have welcomed the 
fact if you had, Mr. President, 
declared that the intervention in 
Cuba was a mistake. We hope 
that the Cuban people will estab- 
lish its own way of development 
as well as the Dominican Repub- 
lic and Ecuador, Brazil and 
many other countries,’’ Adzhubei 
said. 

Mr. Kennedy said: 

“Let me remaind you that the 
Castro revolution was in the be- 
ginning supported by a vast 
majority of people. When Castro 
carried out the revolution, it 
was stated there would be free 
elections ... . but Castro did not 
keep his promises .. . As long 
as the present government of 
Cuba does not permit free and 
honest elections, it cannot in 
my opinion claim that it repre- 
sents the majority of the people. 
Such is our dispute with Cuba.” 

Mr. Kennedy said_ British 
Guiana elected a Marxist pre- 
mier but the United States did 
not object because he was hon- 


-estly elected. 


Free Elections as Key. 

Mr. Kennedy said the United 
States will “recognize it and ec- 
cept it’ if any nation freely 
elects a Communist system. 

“But if they elect another sys- 
tem we hope that you also will 
recognize and accept it,’’ he 
said. 

Adzhubei asked Mr. Kennedy 
about concluding a ‘pact of 
peace” between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Kennedy said: 

“I think that paper and words

Mr. Kennedy said a nuclear 
test ban pact leading to general 
disarmament, peace in central 
Europe and creating an independ 
ent and neutral Laos were other 
such questions. He stressed the 
benefits of settling the Berlin 
and German questions 

Adzhubei said Moscow consid- 
ers the German problem as im- 
portant for prestige as for poli- 
tical reasons. He said it would 
be desirable to recognize the 
present German borders on Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia. 


Adzhubei said the Soviet Union 
would like to insure that it is not 
threatened again by Germany. He 
said this is why Moscow attaches 
sO much importance to signing 
a German peace treaty 

Adzhubei then asked what pros- 
pects there are for bettering 
soviet-American relations. 

Mr. Kennedy, however, re- 
turned to the German problem 
He cited Soviet losses in World 
War II and said the United 
States, too, had suffered ail- 
though not so severely. 

He said World War II must 
not be used as a rallying cry 
for building the tensions that 
might set off a new war. 

On trade, Mr. Kennedy said 
it would grow if such problems 


as Berlin and Germany were 


settled. 

Adzhubei then turned the in- 
terview back to Mr. Kennedy’s 
remark about the Soviet Union 
trying to ‘‘communize” the 
world. 

“Of course, we cannot give 
you any assurance that there 
will be no special changes in 


the world in spite of the fact 


that vou will call such changes 
the result of the action of ‘the 
hand of Moscow,’"’ Adzhubei 
said. 

Mr. Kennedy replied that Com- 
munism did not bring about the 
postwar appearance of many 
new independent nations, such 
as British Guiana, nor the Com. 
mon Market 

Adshubei replied that neither 
he nor Mr. Kennedy could con- 
vince the other of their views

The significant reduction of 
strontium 90 content in soi] by 
rainfall runoff from steep pasture 
slopes suggests the possible fu- 
ture use of ‘‘controlled ero- 
sion’’ in periods of heavy fall- 
out, a ,esearch representative of 
the Department of Agriculture 
said today. 

M. H. Frere, United States 
Sails Laboratory, Beltsville, Md., 
said in an interview that deliber- 
ate erosion of farm land was one 
of several measures suggested 
by the results of research con- 
ducted last year at a Govern- 
ment experimental farm near 
Coshocton, O 

Frere cautioned, however, that 
his research represents only one 
facet of the Department of Ag- 
riculture’s 10-year interest in the 
effects of radioactive matter on 
soil. He said there is currently 
no need for farmers to act. 

Fighting Soil Waste. 

He discussed the findings of 
strontium 90 measurement on 
eight pieces of Ohio farm land 
at a session of the American 
Society of Agronomy convention, 
which will continue’ through 
Thursday at the Sheraton-Jeffer- 
son Hotel. 

An obvious drawback to con- 
trolled erosion, Frere continued, 
is the fact that agricultural offi- 
cials have been fighting this soil 
waste for years. In addition, he 
said, strontium 90 was found in 
such minute quantities during 
the studies that normal levels of 
radioactive matter in soil were 
often higher than those created 
by fallout 

Although he found no high con- 
centrations, or ‘hot spots,” of 
strontium 90 at the base of the 
slopes, Frere explained, normal 
rainfall runoff apparently re- 
duced from one-third to two- 
thirds the soil radioactivity to a 
two-inch depth. 

He said strontium 90 and other 
radioactive matter is eventually 
dissipated in streams and rivers. 
In the case of the Ohio project, 
he said, these materials even- 
tually reach the Gulf of Mexico, 


carried by the fine clay silt 
where strontium 90 is concen- 
trated. 


Urges Fair Weather Study. 

Daniel W. Krueger told con- 
vention delegates yesterday that 
weather research projects have 
spent so much time studying the 


behavior of tornadoes, hurri- 
canes. rain and other “bad” 
weather that ‘“fair’’ weather 


studies have been nglected. 

Krueger, supervising fire 
weather forecaster at the South- 
ern Forest Fire Laboratory, 
Macon, Ga., told a group of the 
soil specialists attending 
the convention that low relative 
humidity and other fair weather 
charactistics can be detrimental 
to forest fire fighting. 

He said low relative humidity 
has not received sufficient atten-

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Conversation in Siberia 


The communique issued after the Siberian 
dialogue of Finnish President Kekkonen and 
Russian Premier Khrushchev exuded the con- 
ventional diplomatic good will. The Russians 
did agree to postpone the “military consulta- 
tions” they had requested, and which were 
regarded by some as a masked demand for 
Russian bases on Finnish soil. Yet Kekkonen 
was compelled to go to Novosibirsk almost as 
though he were a Communist puppet, and 
after the Finns already had moved their elec 
tions from July to February to ‘eliminate a 
“lame duck” period in which the Kremlin 
professed to see.a threat to Finnish neu 
tralitv. 

Furthermore, this pressure brought about 
the withdrawal of Olavi Honka, the rightist 
presidential candidate, “in the interests of the 
country.” And that seems so patent a 
euphemism for appeasing the Kremlin that 
it is a mysterv why the neutralist bloc in the 
United Nations, usually so quick with a pro- 
test, has not raised even a whisper against 
this heavy-handed interference in the affairs 
of a neutral nation. 

Do the neutralists believe that Moscow is 
justified? Do they believe the Russian asser- 
tion that the adherence of Norway and Den- 
mark to NATO really means that the Scandi- 
navians are bringing the threat of a Baltic 
war “on the part of German militarists and 
revanchists closer to the shores of Finland 
and the Soviet Union’? 

Granted that under the 1948 Russo-Finnish 
treaty, Khrushchev has the right to call for 
defense consultations. Granted also that the 
Russians have not forgotten Marshal Manner- 
heim’s alliance with the Nazis, and therefore 
understandably desire Finnish neutrality, 
Yet has there been any development, includ- 
ing the relative strengthening of nationalists 
as a result of the recent German elections, 
which affords a real base for Khrushchev's 
assertion that Russia ‘“‘can no longer regard 
the north of Europe as an area of peace and 
tranquility’? Does he believe that German 
adventurers could drag their country into sul- 
cidal aggression against the Soviet Union? 
And does he believe they would have the sup- 
port of Norway and Denmark, let alone the 
other members of NATO? 

To Westerners such fears are utterly fan 
tastic. But in view of the havoc wrought by 
Hitler, do the men in the Kremlin dread an- 
other onslaught? Have fears engendered by 
the past blinded them to the facts of the 
present? If not, the pressure on Finland 
may be regarded as another clumsy Russian 
effort to intimidate the smaller and more 
pacific Western nations. 

Unfortunately, the Russians do cling to 
some false notions about the West. These 
misconceptions are more than cynical propa- 
ganda. So whatever else the Finnish affair 
may be, it is a reminder that West and East 
still do not understand each other adequately. 
The Kremlin should act on facts and not on 
cold war suspicions. Misapprehensions do not 
excuse rash deeds. At the same time, it be- 
hooves the whole world to dispel the ignor- 
ance which might. be devastatingly fatal in 
the age of the big bombs. 


Administration Shake-U p 


President Kennedy has had the good sense 
to create an important new post for Chester 
Bowles, and Mr. Bowles has had the good 
grace and patriotism to accept it. So, if all 
goes well, there should be a net. gain in the 
Shake-up in which Mr. Bowles was removed 
from his job as Under Secretary of State and 
replaced by George Ball, the Under Secretary 
for Economic Affairs. 

Mr. Bowles’s new diplomatic . assignment 
will be to act as special representative and 
adviser on African, Asian and Latin Ameri- 
can affairs “with particular emphasis on the 
problems of the new and developing coun- 
tries.” This is a field Mr. Bowles knows and 
likes, and one in which his particular talents 
will be most useful. Mr. Bowles’s former 
position was largely administrative, and he 
apparently was not well suited to it. 

Since Mr. Bowles’s removal from the No. 2 
State Department job had been forecast for 
months there was iittle surprising in the 
President’s announcement. But it is note- 
worthy that some of the changes made 
by the President were advocated by Mr. 
Bowles; he thought, for example, that Wal- 
ter McConaughy was not fitted for the post 
of Assistant Secretary for Far Eastern Af- 
fairs. Mr. McConaughy, a career Foreign 
Service officer, was transferred to ambassa- 
dorial status and W. Averell Harriman was 
named to replace him. Mr. Harriman, former 
Ambassador to Moscow, is at Geneva trying to 
work out a peaceful settlement for Laos. His 
wide experience should fit him well for his 
new duties. 

The additional changes—in all 10 persons 
were involved—will improve State Depart- 
ment-White House liaison, among other 
things. Reassignments of this nature can be 
expected from time to time in any organiza- 
tion. This is Mr. Kennedy’s first major re 
organization; it is not likely to be the last. 


Measuring a Vacancy 


The importance of the late Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire will be evident if 
a Senate struggle develops to fill the vacancy 
he left in Republican leadership. 

Senator Bridges was the complete conserv- 
ative as that term is now understood. In 
his campaigns he equated che Democratic 
party with socialism. He was an ally of the 
Chinese Nationalist lobby; he was admired 
by the political right for his stand against 
Communism, which sometimes seemed to 
confuse Communism with his opponents. 

New Hampshire is likely to send another 
conservative tothe Senate,so the balance of 
votes and sentiments will not be changed. 
What might conceivably be changed is the 
direction of the Senate Republican bloc. Sen- 
ator Bridges was the senior Republican mem- 
ber and, as chairman of the Senate Republi- 
can Policy Committee, was one of the three 
G.O.P. Senate leaders, along with Senators 
Dirksen and Saltonstall. The liberal wing 
may challenge the Old Guard for the Policy 
Committee chairmanship. One possible can- 
didate is Senator Aiken of Vermont, now 
second Republican in seniority, whose New 
England background did not involve ideologi- 
cal proximity with Senator Bridges. 

Two years ago the liberal Republicans tried 


to choose the G.O.P. floor leader and were ° 


defeated by 20 votes to, 14. The 1959 re- 
sults, however, do not necessarily indicate 
what might happen in 1962; they only indicate 
that the moderate Republicans have a hard 
road ahead. Senator Aiken’s long enure may 
support a challenge to the Old Guard better 


than his progressive record. In any event, 
the interest in the Policy Committee vacancy 
reinforces the tributes now heing made to 
Senator Aiken's position in the Senate and in 
his party. 


Wrong Cures for Trade 


The ‘age-old trade-and-tariff issue these 
days partly involves whether American wages 
are too high to maintain this country’s com- 
petitive position. And now the head of a 
major labor union, and a business men’s re- 
search organization tend toward the same 
view of the question. 

In a 226-page study, the National Industrial 
Conference Board says that the effect of 
wages on trade and tariff walls needs to be 
studied before anyone assumes that wages 
should be reduced, or tariffs increased, to 
protect American trade. It is true that wages 
in this country are from two to 10 times 
higher than wages paid abroad. Yet, despite 
the wage differential, America exports more 
than it imports and has a strong trade 
position. 

Al J. Hayes, president of the International 
Association of Machinists, was more positive 
in his assertions before the union’s world 
trade conference in Washington. Holding 
down wages and slashing imports, he said, 
would no more solve the trade problem “than 
would the destruction of all machines cure 
the problems raised by automation.” 

Both the N.I.C.B. and Mr. Hayes agree that 
the critical point in trade is not wage rate 
comparisons, but comparisons of productivity 
— of how skilled labor is, how it uses ma- 
chines, and how much it produces for what 
it is paid. Hence, despite higher wages, the 
unit cost of American manufactured goods is 
only slightly higher than the costs of com- 
parable items in Western Europe, and consid- 
erably lower than costs in many other areas. 

The fact is that the United States showed 
nearly a five-billion-dollar trade surplus last 
vear. It would not be concerned about trade 
at all. were it not for a balance of payments 
deficit created through spending on military 
forces and bases, economic aid and private 
investments abroad. Because there is this def- 
icit, America’s problem is to improve a rea- 
sonably sound trade position in order to-over- 
come deficits not primarily created by trade. 

The answer demands the best of American 
ingenuity, skill and productivity. It does not 
require lower wages that would reduce do- 
mestic living standards. or trade barriers 
that would tend to defeat the goal of more 
trade. If business and labor generally could 
agree on this much, the trade problem would 
be less problematical, 


Illinois Redistricted 


Not everyone is happy, of course, with the 
compromise redistricting plan adopted by the 
Illinois Legislature, but in view of the re- 
peated failures to reach agreement, in the 
regular and in the special session, approval 
of any plan at all is a major accomplishment. 
Candidates for Congress now will run from 
24 districts (a reduction of one) and the 
threat of an at-large election has been elim- 
inated. 

Under the compromise, which seems about 
as fair as could be worked ‘out, Cook county 
will have eight Democratic districts, three 
Republican districts and one so-called swing 
district in which party strength is judged to 
be even. A new Republican district of Lake 
(adjoining Cook on the north), Boone and 
McHenry counties was created and downstate 
Democratic Representative Peter Mack Jr. of 
Carlinville and Republican Representative 
Paul Findley of Pittsfield were placed in an- 
other “swing” district. 

Redistricting, made »ecessary in some 
states every 10 vears because of population 
shifts, is real political agony, and Illinois 
voters should be thankful the problem has 
been resolved. 


Food Stamps Make Sense 


The six-month trial of Representative Leo- 
nor K. Sullivan’s food-stamp program has 
been so successful administratively and finan- 
cially that President Kennedy will do well to 
extend it. Secretary of Agriculture Freeman 
certainly seems convinced that it is as prac- 
tical as it is sensible and humane. 

Under the plan, adopted after years of 
advocacy by Mrs. Sullivan, needy persons are 
given books of stamps exchangeable for food 
in regular stores. Thus they may obtain con- 
veniently a more varied diet than afforded 
by the cumbersome distribution of surplus 
foodstuffs. Since the experiment cost $1.,- 
000,000 less than estimated, the method also 
is economical. It recommends itself espe- 
cially for areas of chronic unemployment 
where aid ought to be regular rather than 
makeshift. 

Critics argued that the plan would be an 
invitation to cheating, that the stamps might 
be sold, or exchanged for unauthorized mer- 
chandise. Yet only four serious violations 
were detected in the eight states in which 
the trial was conducted. This is a further 
refutation of those who attack relief as large- 
ly a racket, and it is a vindication of the 
honor of Americans, even when they are in 
distress and may feel that they have a griev- 
ance which exempts them from the standards 
of the prosperous. 


Of Sympathy and Reservists 

Only limited sympathy seems in order for 
most of the reservists and National Guards- 
men who are complaining because they were 
called to the colors by the President. 

Of course, even national security does 
not excuse the imposition of unwarranted 
hardships. These men, however, were aware 
of their obligations. A goodly number joined 
these military organizations voluntarily. They 
accepted pay for their evenings in the armory 
and their two weeks in camp. Some even re- 
garded this as “easy money.” 

Whether the continuance of the reserve 
and National Guard system as presently con- 
stituted is very useful in the national defense 
is another matter. Congressmen have a right 
to look into that. There is little to be said, 
however, for men like Representative O’Kon- 
ski of Wisconsin, who, realizing that these 
citizen-soldiers also are voters, are rushing to 
cantonments and threatening investigations. 

It is illogical to say that the Government 
must be more firm against the Communists, 
and then cry out when there is a demon- 
stration of firmness. One suspects that in 
both cases those who do are playing to the 
susceptibilities of their constituents—and in 
an unflattering manner—rather than seri- 
ously facing the nation’s problems.

Experts in Court From the Chicago Daily Tribune 


The Circuit and Superior Courts. in 
Cook county have adopted what is 
called the medical-expert rule and it 
will soon be put to use. The Chicago 
Medical Society has compiled a list of 
254 doctors, most if not all of them 
certified experts in the various 
branches of medicine and surgery, to 
constitute a panel for service in the 
courts as the need arises. 

The need will not arise when the 
plaintiff and the defendant in a per- 
sonal injury case are in substantial 
agreement on the nature and extent of 
the injury suffered. Only when the 
disagreement is wide will the impartial 
experts be summoned at the request 
of the judge himself or of either party 
to the suit. No one will know in ad- 


vance who the expert will be; the 
names will be drawn in rotation from 
an appropriate panel. 

The rule has been called experimen- 
tal but the word is not accurate. The 
system has been employed successfully 
in a number of states, notably in Cali- 
fornia, and it is used here in Chicago 
in the United States District Courts. 
After a two-year test, the workings of 
the system in the state courts will be 
reviewed by the Illinois Supreme Court. 

One advantage expected of the new 
rule is the speeding of settlements. 
Another and perhaps even larger ad- 
vantage will come from raising the 
standards of medical testimony.

Between Book Ends 


GIFFORD PINCHOT: Bull Moose Pro- 
gressive, by Martin L. Fausold, (Syra- 
cuse University Press, 262 pgs., $4.50.) 


This is another of those political biog- 
raphies that seem to have been written 
more out of a desire to celebrate the 
subject’s achievements and opinions 
than out of a need to analyze them. 
Thus Gifford Pinchot, the ‘‘father of 
conservation” in the United States, 
emerges from these pages in the role 
in which during his long career he 
liked best to imagine himself — the 
fighter against privilege, the champion 
of the people. 

Pinchot was a great radical, accord- 
ing to his latest biographer—a pioneer 
in ‘‘scientific’’ administration. But ex- 
cept for the fact that in advocating a 
more businesslike administration of 
the government he encountered (as 
who wouldn’t?) the opposition of large 
numbers of business men, it is hard to 
see what was so radical about the prin- 
ciples for which men like Pinchot did 
battle. 

One has the feeling that at bottom 
the progressives were no more sophis- 
ticated in their approach to politics 
than the mugwumps who were their 
ideological ancestors. 

They may have envisioned a more 
active role for the Federal Govern- 
ment, but underneath their proposals 
for energetic governmental supervision 
of the economy one discerns, in the 
progressives, the mugwumps’ scorn of 


the economic man. It was Gifford 
Pinchot, the tribune of the people, who 
complained, when he was defeated in 
his campaign for the Senate in 1914, 
that he had been beaten by the ‘‘stom- 
ach vote’’—as if there were something 
indecent in a man’s voting according 
to his own economic interests. 

The remark might have been expect- 
ed from a man whom on’ of his ad- 
mirers, William Kent, once referred to 
as “a man of sublime unselfishness’’; 
it was typical enough of the times. 

For all their insistence on ‘‘scien- 
tific’’ methods, such reformers as 
Pinchot betrayed at every step an 
empty moralism that was indistinguish- 
able from that of the ‘“‘professiona! re- 
formers’? whom they held in such con- 
tempt. Priding themselves on their 
practicality, they nevertheless viewed 
politics as a conflict between the ‘‘peo- 
ple” and the ‘‘interests.”’ 

Both groups were of course simply 
creations of the progressive imagina- 
tion. The interests, as the progres- 
sives conceived of them—a vast and 
secret conspiracy engaged in the sub- 
version of popular liberties throughout 
the Western world—did not exist, and 
the people rarely acted the way they 
were supposed to act. Because the 
progressives’ world view was essen- 
tially sentimental, the progressives 
were easy prey to disillusionment. 

The bankruptcy of progressivism was 
fully revealed when the first World War

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“ELOQUENT RECITAL 
BY MRS. GOLDSMITH 


Violist Shows Distinction as 
Soloist in Interesting 
Program,

The viola recital presented by 
Rosemary Goldsmith last night 
at Sheldon Auditorium was nota- 
ble on several counts. First, it 
proved unequivocally that the 
viola itself, which is usually re- 
garded as a dyspeptic sort of 
violin, is as eloquent a solo in- 
strument as its smaller cousin. 
Less brilliant in sound, and con- 
siderably less flexible than the 
violin, it compensates with a 
tonal richness and warmth quite 
unknown to the soprano instru- 
ment. 

Second, last night's recital 
proved that the art of formulat- 
ing an interesting program is by 
no means lost. In collaboration 
with pianist Susan Kagan, Mrs. 
Goldsmith, who is a member of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra, performed sonatas by Bach, 
Hindemith and Brahms. Between 
the Bach and Hindemith sonatas, 
the women were joined by clari- 
netist Earl Bates, who added a 
necessary ingredient to Mozart's 
luminous Trio in E Flat. There 
was not a dull note in the entire 
evening. 

And, finally, Mrs. Goldsmith 
proved her own distinction as a 
soloist. Her technique is com- 
prehensive without being osten- 
tatious; her intonation is accur- 
ate, her bowing precise. The 
tone which she extracted from 
the instrument was vocal in its 
flexibility and intensity; melli- 
fluous in the lower regions (and 
quite devoid of the hoarseness 
generally associated with the C 
string), suave in the middle reg- 


ister, and full (but not forced) 
on top. Her phrasing is exem- 
plary. 

In Bach's D Major Sonata 


(originally for viola da gamba) 
she exhibited a keen sensitivity 
to line, and a no less keen sen- 
sitivity to mood. In general, her 
Bach was vital without being 
overblown, and clean without be- 
ing mincing. 

Nor was she any less generous 
to her othér composers. The 
Hindemith (an early work, with 
echoes—not always subdued—of 
Franck and Debussy) was rhap- 
sodic and outgoing: the Brahms 
was impassioned. The Mozart 
Trio started on an unpromising 
note; the first movement sounded 
cursory and hurried (it had the 
one inappropriate tempo of the 
evening), but with the minuet 
and finale came renewed musical 
conviction and an insight into 
the autumnal qualities of the 
score. 

Mrs. Kagan’s piano support 
was up to the standard of the 
evening, providing not merely 
a traversal of the notes, but an 
acute awareness of the problems 
of balance. The give and take 
between her and Mrs. Goldsmith 
provided consistent gratification.

John Edward Wray, sports 
editor of the Post-Dispatch for 
more than 40 years and colum- 
nist for another six years until 
his retirement in 1955, was espe- 
cially 
high standard of literacy 
sports writing field. 

Mr. Wray died last night at 
Barnes Hospital at the age of 88. 

In later years of a writing 
career that spanned modern 
sports history, Mr. Wray — fa- 
miliarly known as ‘“‘Ed’’ — was 
described by an editorial page 
contemporary, a classical scho- 


in the 


lar, as the ‘‘Addison of the 
sports world.” 
[he tribute, likening Mr. 


Wray’s writings to the polished 
urbanity and precise choice of 
words of Joseph Addison in the 
Spectator Papers, came at a 
time when Wray’s Column was 
well on its way toward a half- 
century of informing and enter- 
taining its readers. 

Wray’s Column, and his news 
stories, became the last word on 
boxine and horse racing, his 
personal favorites, but he also 
devoted regular and searching 
attention to baseball, football, 
tennis and other sports. 

Mr. Wray’s turn from major 
league baseball to boxing and 
horse racing as his. specialties 
developed as a result of his con- 
viction he had become a jinx to 
the St. Louis Browns 

Graduate of M.I.T. 

A graduate of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 1894, 
Mr. Wray spent several unsat- 
isfactory years in business, be- 
fore starting to work for the 
Post-Dispatch in 1900. A rapid 
turnover in sports; department 


personne! saw him become 
sports editor in 1902. 
He had been ‘‘pitchforked into 


the sports department,’’ he said, 
because he had some knowledge 
of football. He had no back- 
ground in baseball. But he soon 
was in ‘it—‘‘and how,” in the 
words of his familiar exclama- 
tion 

“I was pushed right into the 


thick of the fight. And what a 
scrap,”’ he once-wrote. “Ban 
Johnson and the American 
League were on the loose. Bob 
Hedges was coming into St. 
Louis with the revived Browns, 
raiding the National League 


club of its famous stars. . 
News popped any hour of the 
day or night.” 

In’ 1902 Mr. Wray traveled 
with the Browns and they just 
missed the pennant. His base- 
ball reporting was interrupted 
during a four-year period when 
he moved to the Globe-Democrat 
as sports editor, but then he re- 
turned to the Post-Dispatch in 
time to cover the Browns again 
in 1908. 

“That was the second time 
my pet club had folded up un- 
der a championship drive,”’ he 
later recalled. And then in 1922, 
when another Browns team 
made its best-known near-miss 
in a pennant race, Mr. Wray 
declared a halt. 

Turned to Boxing. 

“I felt certainly that I must 
be the jinx, having jockeyed 
three potential Brownie cham- 
pions into defeat. . . . About that 
time the fight game was going 
over big and I turned away from 
active baseball coverage .. .”’ 
he said. 

Mr. Wray’s influence contin- 
ued to show itself particularly 
in the men who worked for him. 
In later years he cited as his 


proudest accomplishments the | 


development of such writers as 
J. Roy Stockton, successor to 
Mr. Wray as sports editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, now also retired; 
long a featured 
author in the Saturday Evening 
Post: Sid Mercer, a once wide- 
ly known sports writing by- 
line; John McConaughy, subse- 
quently a novelist and play- 
wright, and Gerry Holland, cur- 
rently an editor of Sports Illus- 
trated. 


On the forty-second birthday 
of Wray’s Column, the writer 
estimated that nearly 15,000 
such columns had appeared in 
print, made up of approximately 
18,000,000 words, the equivalent 
of more than 300 volumes of 
more than average novel size. 

His was a two-way literary 
street. He was widely read in 
the ancient classics,

Gen. Bob Neyland, University 
of’ Tennessee athletic director 
and chairman of the N.C.A.A. 
Football Rules Committee, said 
@aay Notre Dame officials have 
been advised by the rules com- 
mittee that the field goal was 
illegal. 

Neyland said the committee 
also had told Notre Dame and 
Syracuse that “there is no au- 
thority. anywhere, no_ redress, 
once a game ends. The score 
Cannot be changed unless Notre 


Dame wants to acknowledge that 
the game belongs ‘to Syracuse.”

On the last official play, Notre 
Dame's Perkowski missed a field 
goal from the Irish 56-yard line.

“The hat store went broke— 
and so did I. Then the fun be- 
gan,”’ he said. He was fond of re- 
calling his start as a $10-a-week 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch. 

He believed sports writing 
was the best job in the world. 
“I don’t believe I would have 
lived as long as I have if I had 
been in any other business,’ he 
once said. 


Though the big time of sports 
occupied his attention, his sta- 
ture as an editor grew as he di- 
rected efforts to improve the 
recreation facilities and pro- 
grams of the city of St. Louis. 

Once discussing the controver- 
sial Little Leagues of this day, 
Mr. Wray recalled that he had 
organized a St. Louis grammar 


_ school baseball league which in- 
| cluded as many as 56 schools. 


Through his direction, the Post- 
Dispatch gave sizable coverage 
to school and Municipal athletics 
over the years. 

His impact on sports page 
readers, who ranged from young- 
sters On up, was pointed out by 
a letter writer: 

“Readers of Wray’s Column 
greatly appreciate his clear an- 
alysis of sports events, but there 
is a special feature of his 
column that probably escapes 
the attention it deserves—and 
that is, to the youthful reader it 
not only creates opinions and 
tempers judgment, but is char- 
acter building in its qualities.”

Out, Baseball Spit! 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28&—The 
other day in Tampa, Fla.. a 
little group of wilful men re- 
jected, by a vote of & to 1. a 
proposal to permit pitchers to 
anoint the baseball with drool 
before sticking it in the hbat- 
ter’s ear. Opposition to rein 
statement of the spitball was 
inspired at least in part, Tom- 
my Holmes has reported from 
the scene, by hygienic consid- 
erations. 

It is perhaps significant that 
no member of the committee 
ever pitched a ball in anger. 
The one vote to restore the 
spitter to respectability was 
cast by Cal Hubbard, a re- 
formed umpire who squan- 
dered his youth playing foot- 


ball. The former ball players 
in the group—Rick Ferrell, 
Shag Shaughnessy and Fresco 
Thompson—were all batters of 
more or less renown and. 
therefore, in league with the 
powers of evil. 

Thus the trend continues un- 
changed since 1920, the year 
the rules were re-written to 
outlaw the spitter, the shine 
ball, the mud ball, the emery 
ball and all such doctored de- 
liveries. Not once in those 4! 
years has a line in the book 
been added or altered or ex- 
punged to make life easier for 
the pitcher. Ever since a 
lefthanded pitcher named Babe 
Ruth defected to the enemy, 
the goal has been more hit- 
ting, longer and louder home 
runs, and the wreckers aren't 
satisfied yet.

“Keep on pampering the 


hooligans,’ a small voice 
whispers, “and you couldn't 
recruit a pitching staff from 
a Kamikaze outfit.” 

It is true that the .300 hitter 
iS a comparatively rare bird 
today, but the 20-game winner 
is even closer to extinction 

The reason so few batters hit 
for a respectable average is 
that they consider singles be 
neath them. They use a thin- 
barreled wand with all the 
wood in the head and they 
swing violently, aiming for the 
horizon. Almost three out of 
four times, the .270 hitter gets 
nothing at all, yet he winds up 
with 61 home runs. 

Meanwhile the pitcher is 
throwing a hand grenade with 
stitches. He must bear down 
on every throw, trusting the 
bullpen to take over when he 


wears out, for he knows that 
one mistake against the light- 


est hitter in the other dugout

> PILOT’S CLAIM OF LACKING 
GASOLINE FOILED HIJACKING 


CARACAS, Nov. 28 (AP)—A 
protest by the pilot of a Vene- 
zuelan airliner that the plane 
was short on fuel upset plans by 
five student hijackers yesterday 
to force the plane and its 38 
other passengers to fly to Ha- 
vana. 

The pro-Castro students pointed 
a machine gun and pistols at 
pilot Juan Nolick and the other 
three crewmen shortly after the 
plane took off from Caracas for 
Maracaibo, in northwestern 
Venezuela. After forcing Nollck 
to fly two leaflet-dropping runs 
over Caracas, the students or- 
dered him to head for the Cuban 
capital, 1200 miles across the 
Caribbean. 

Nolick pleaded that he had in- 
sufficient gasoline and, with two 
Venezuelan air force bombers in 
pursuit, landed the four-engine 
plane on the Dutch West Indies 
island of Curacao, about 40 miles 
off the Venezuelan coast 

Dutch authorities arrested the 
hijackers, and the plane later 
flew on to Maracaibo with the 
other passengers.

Bond prices fell irregularly this 
afternoon in quiet dealings. 

Over-the-counter dealers in 
United States Government secur- 
ities quoted some long-term 1s- 
sues off 2/32.

Rails and utilities declined 
among corporates traded on the 
New York Stock Exchange, in- 
dustrials held mixed.

One large sales finance com- 
pany posted a % point boost in 
several maturities and the Fed- 
eral National Mortgage Associa- 
tion raised the rate on its short- 
term notes.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP)~

The weekly offerinz of 91-day 
treasury bills produced an aver- 
age yield of 2.606 per cent. This 
was the highest since Nov. 17, 
1960, and compared with a rate 
of 2.537 per cent a week ago.

Bigger Beds for 


Growing Population 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28. 


IF YOU ARE A NORMAL, average American, you turn 

over in bed during the night from 22 to 45 times. 

How do we know this? An excellent question. 

We know it because people who make beds study such 
things—though they never 
tell you HOW they study. 
That would be the most 
interesting part. 

= Anyway, the bed people 

a & have studied such matters. 

Most people sieep in 

beds. Except for hot sum- 

mers when some people 

sleep on fire escapes. 

(People who sleep on fire 

escapes turn over only 

once during the night. 
That’s all, brother.) 


The most interesting 


thing to happen to beds in 


recent years is that they are increasing in size. 


“The demand for king-size or queen-size beds is 
greatest in the large cities of the east and west 
coasts,” reports John W. Hubbell, a vice president of 
a firm that makes bedding. 

“We think one of the reasons is the change In size 
ef Americans.” 

Hubbell took a look at figures on the length of 
people. 

“Today 20 per cent of the men are & feet. The 
figures only 60 years ago show only 4 per cent reached 
that height. 

“Women are getting taller, too. About 18 per cent 
of American women are 5 feet 7 or better.” 


Nothing was said about whether our lengthening people 
are turning over more often. But I imagine they are. 

I think I turn over more often, I am that nervous about 
things. 

I was raised in a day when we had small beds for small 
boys. 

When we had visiting cousins, they did not put us in 
bigger beds. They just crammed in more boy. 

Therefore, if you turned over in the night, your cousin 
would kick the daylights out of you. 


We learned to sleep quietly. Without rolling over or off. 


Another reason for super-size beds and bedding is status. 
Most movie sets show the rich luxuriating im king-size beds. 


This was not true in my Spartan youth. 


When the movies wanted to show the absolute end in 
boudoir living, they had the people sprawling all over cush- 
fons on the deck. 


Theda Bara, as I remember, worked entirely on a chaise 
longue. (We sat in the popcorn rows, pop-eyed. We could 
hardly wait to grow up.) 

Harem scenes were always done on pillows. 


And the vulgar rich were always shown sacking out in 
those high poster jobs where the maid drew the curtains. 


Hubbell and his researchers—(what a job! )—ticked 
off a number of average Americans during their sleep. 

That is how they found out you turn over 22 to 45 
times. 

It was not stated whether these turnovers were 
half rolls or barrel rolls. (Barrel rollers are the worst 
—especially if they get hold of one end of the blanket 
and roll up in it.) | 


Hubbell discovered that king-size beds are particularly 
good because “‘both persons can turn over at the same time. 
‘The extra space gives them room without disturbing the 
other.” 

The entire study was most interesting—the bedding people 
were so fascinated they began making stock sheets and blan- 
kets in the new, larger size. 

What occurred to me was how can you be sure the sub- 
jects studied are average. The 22 to 45 time rollers? (in the 
average, most people might object to being studied ia bed.

Prince Charles—Koyal Teen-Ager 


Britain’s Future Sovereign Is Known to Have a Mind of His Own

LONDON, Nov. 28 (UPI). 


PRINCE CHARLES, heir ap- 
parent to Britain’s throne, is 
now a teen-ager. 

On his thirteenth birthday, two 
weeks ago, Charles had an icing- 
decorated cake which was de- 
livered to his school from the 
Buckingham palace bakery. He 
shared it with friends. 

But there was little change in 
the rest of his regular daily 
school routine that includes 
making his own bed and shining 
his own shoes. 

As he enters his teen years His 
Roval Highness Prince Charles 
Philip Arthur George, Knight of 
the Garter, Prince of Wales and 
Farl of Chester, Duke of Corn- 
wall, Duke of Rothesay, Earl of 
Carrick and Lord of Renfrew, 
Lord of the Isles and Great Stew- 
ard of Scotland, is known to 
have a mind of his own. Right 
now he is standing up against 
his mother, who also is known to 
have a mind of her own, and his 
father, a real ‘‘no nonsense” 
type of parent. The issue is his 
haircut. 

He wears his thick brown hair 
pretty long in the back and down 
on the forehead. He likes it that 
way, Both Queen Elizabeth and 
Prince Philip have wanted him 
to get a short haircut. They 
even tried teasing him out of the 
“long cut,” telling him he has 
the look of a Shetland pony. 
But he prefers it the way it is 
and, until now, that’s how it has 
been. 


Those who have had a 
chance to know the prince 
say he is all boy. He recently 
learned to drive—with parental 
supervision, and only on pri- 
vate grounds, He shares his 
mother’s love of horses and all 
animals but is more a plucky 
rider than he is a good one. 

At Cheam School, where he 
is probably in his last term 
before going on to Eton or 
another of Britain’s public 
schools, his favorite sport has 
been swimming, which his 
father began teaching him al- 
most before he could walk.

196Il’s Ideal Freshmen, Accord- 


ing to Officials, Must Have 


Strong Desire to Grow and Learn

WHAT IS THE IDEAL college 
freshman of 1961? With two of 
five American young people 
planning to enroll next fall, com- 
petition gets stiffer every year 
for college entrance. Recently 
1 talked to six of the more than 
100 college representatives who 
have been interviewing thou- 
sands of high school students in 
the St. Louis area. 

I learned that most colleges 
are seeking an extrovert with 
basic intelligence, a strong de- 
sire to grow and to learn, and 
a love of other people. For all 
freshmen, no matter what their 
future specialty, these six edu- 
cators recommended « general 
education and large doses of 
liberal arts. 

“In thinking whether or not 
to admit an applicant, we try to 
estimate his capacity for 
growth, the kind of person he 
will be 20 years from now,” said 
Robert J. Norwine, dizector of 
admissions <t Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, Middletown, Conn. 

“Basically, of course, we are 
looking for three different kinds 
of people: the brilliant young- 
ster in terms of college entrance 
exams, the creative person and 
th activist, the person who likes 
to get things done. Fortunately 
not everyone we want fits neatly 
into one of those categories. And 
we know that the last two are 
hard to spot. 

“Sometimes in admissions you 
have to play it by ear. I inter- 
viewed one boy who had never 
been a leader, had never done 
anything in particular at high 
school. But my personal reac- 
tion was that he had a spark. At 
Wesleyan, he was student body 
president, valedictorian of his 
class, and later a Rhodes 
Scholar.” 


Like most of the: representa- 
tives, Lowell Kronmuller, ad- 
missions counselor at Knox Col- 
lege, Galesburg, Ill., empha- 
size. that his institution had no 
arbitrary ‘‘cut-off point,’’ that is, 
a definite high academic scoring 
below which a candidate would 
not be accepted. All American 
institutions are aware of the po- 
tentials of the “‘late-bloomer,” 
the adolescent who suddenly 
blossoms into academic and so- 
cial achievement during his col- 
lege career after a middling 
high school record, 


“We had one applicant from 
Lane Technical High School in 
Chicago,” said Kronmiller, 
“‘who came waltzing into the 
admissions office in Galesberg, 
threw open his leather jacket 
and said to me, ‘Look, no guns, 
no knives.” We’d heard that he 
was ‘bright but unusual.’ The 
next thing he did was to de- 
mand to take organic chemis- 
try as a freshman. It’s gener- 
ally a junior course. Within 
his first 24 hours as a student 
he got into trouble and was 
called into the dean’s office. 
But we kept him. He joined a 
fraternity. His fraternity 
brothefs threw him down and 
by main force cut off his duck- 
tail haircut and gave him a 
butch. At the end of the year 
he made ‘A’ in his chemistry 
course. When he graduated he 
won an important scholarship 


for graduate study in chem- 
try.” 


“In our ideal freshman we 
want basic intelligence,’ said 
Lewis W. Stoneking, associate 
professor of education at George 
Peabody College for Teachers, 
Nashville, Tenn. ‘‘But fundamen- 
tally we are looking for young 
people who realize that teaching 
is a service profession, who can 
forget themselves and work for 
others. Teaching is their oppor- 
tunity to serve mankind. The 
greatest excitement on our cam- 
pus is the thrill of helping some- 
one else learn.” 

Miss Patricia O’Connor, assis- 
tant director of admissions at 
Lawrence College, Appleton, 
Wis., told of the special efforts 
at her college to help students 
integrate different fields of 
knowledge gained in a broad 
liberal rts program. Large 
quantities of unrelated facts, the 
faculty feels, tend to bear little 
connection to reality and are 
quickly forgotten. She said: 


“We try neither to forget the 
poet nor the left halfback. The 
main thing we want is that both 
of them be very excited about 
learning when they leave Law- 
rence. 

“Fifteen years ago our then 
president, Nathan M. Pusey, 
now president of Harvard, felt 
that the college needed an extra 
stimulus for intellectual curios- 
ity and excitement. So he insti- 
tuted Freshman Studies. Here 
all the basic disciplines, philoso- 
phy, fine arts, natural sciences 
and literature are interrelated. 
These are taught in small dis- 
cussion groups which take up 
critical analyses of their sub- 
jects. The whole faculty is in- 
volved in Freshman Studies. 
When one group was working 
on the effects of atomic radia- 
tion it pulled in economists, psy- 
chologists, and philosophers as 
well as scientists. 


“This program stuns some 
students at first but by the end 
of the year they find it very ex- 
citing. They have learned it’s 
fun to question.”’ 

“There is a definite swing 
back to liberal arts and a gen- 
eral education,"’ said Charles E.

Malone, disector of admissions 
at the University of Tulsa. “I 
know because our university is 
in the great southwest and edu- 
cational pressures work in to 
us from both coasts. Five years 
ago, due to urging from both 
government and industry for 
technicians, I was constantly 
interviewing would-be engineers 
and scientists who had no busi- 
ness in those professions. Now 
those youngsters are going in 
for liberal arts. What's more, 
employers looking for bright 
young people on our campus are 
much more interested in their 
record of general education than 
ever before.”’ 

Even. technical students are 
given large doses of liberal arts 
these days, and a student who 
specializes too early may make 
a mistake in his vocation, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Adelaide 
Francis, admissions counselor 
at the University of Kansas 
City. 

“I'd like to underline the 
importance of finding the right 
college for the right student,”’ 
she commented. ‘‘Sometimes a 
student is pressured into a 
wrong choice. One of our best 
undergraduates in liberal arts at 
Kansas City is a boy who 
flunked out of the California In- 
stitute of Technology in Pasa- 
dena. He had been valedictorian 
of his high school class. He's 
thoroughly happy in our humani- 
ties course—he just wasn't a 
scientist.”’ 

Another advantage of a liberal 
arts education, they felt, was 
that it gave a student time to 
explore his own interests and 
abilities away from home influ- 
ences. 

“Students have as much 
choice in choosing a profession 
as they do a religion,’’ said 
Stoneking. “After a child has 
lived 17 or 18 years with Mom 
and Dad, even if the parents 
don’t put on verbal pressure, 
the youngster is pretty well di-

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rected. Sometimes, of course, 
parents pressure directly.” 


“I know just what you mean 
about parental pressures,” 
said Wesley Kettelkamp, as- 
sistant principal of University 
City High School. “Once I 
suggested that a boy here who 
loved social studies might like 
to teach them. He looked at 
me in horror and said ‘Oh, 
Mr. Kettlekamp, I couldn't 
throw my life away like that!’ 

“However, most students 
have complete freedom of 
choice within a certain area. 
A professional family, for in- 
stance, usually doesn’t care 
much whether a child wants 
to be a lawyer or a doctor 
but probably they don’t want 
him to be a farmer. A child 
who wants to break away 
from this pattern and become 
a mechanic, for instance, 
usually doesn’t rebel actively. 
He just doesn’t do the high 
school preparatory work. Then 
he rapidly reaches his own 
level of achievement.” 


In spite of the swing away 
from specialized education for 


undergraduates, many American | | 
colleges are producing a spe- 


cialized student personality. 
One of the commonest ques- 
tions asked representatives is 
whether racial, religious or eco- 
nomic prejudice exists on their 


campuses. (Miss O’Connor was | 


asked ‘‘Does your college have 
any religious affliction?’’) 

In 1961, most colleges try very 
hard to eliminate such bias. But 


one curious form of prejudice | 
has intensified since World War | 
II. The happy, athletic extrovert | 
is preferred to the shy, unso- | 
ciable introvert, even if the latter | 


makes very good grades. 

“In the past two years I have 
had two. especially

Miss 
Katherine Brooks, Paul Meyer 
and Stephen H. Wilson wanted at 
least a nodding acquaintance 
with as many disciplines as pos- 
sible, both for intellectual de- 
velopment and to improve their 
understanding of themselves and 
others. 

“My father told me that I 
could either go into a technical 
school and be rigorously trained 
to take my place in a profession- 
al group or | could go to Har- 
vard and get nothing but an edu- 
cation,’’ said Mever. ‘‘So 1 want 
to go to Harvard. 

“To be good at any job, you 
have to know a little of a lot of 
things and a lot about one thing. 


For me, that one thing is theo- 
retical mathematics. I have so 
many interests that I haven't a 
favorite.”’ 

‘For me,” said Miss Brooks, 
who wants to enter music educa- 
tion, “learning facts will just be 
part of my college experience. I 
want to use those facts in rela- 
tion to other people, to meet as 
many different kinds of students 
as | can. The clubs and activi- 
ties here at University City 
started me wanting to know how 
other people feel, wanting to be 
able to put myself in their place 
The more different types of peo- 
ple, the more reactions that you 
meet, the better off you'll be. 
That's the way you begin to un- 
derstand the world.” 

“University City is only a very 
very small part of the world,” 
said Stephen H. Wilson. The son 
of a delivery truck driver, he 
hopes to enter either Harvard, 
Princeton or Washington Univer- 
sity next fall. He is as yet un- 
decided whether he will try to 
become a’ physicist or a city 
planner.

A. In certain cases, land mass- 
es exist more than a thousand 
miles from the coast of any con- 
tinent, and may be covered with 
water to a depth of less than 
200 feet. Sometimes this land is 
made up of under-water vol- 
canoes. 

Corals may start colonies on 
a mass of land, and may build it 
up with limestone until it
